Federal Funds for Armories 


The nation’s National Guard and Army 
and Naval Reserve units, many of them 
long quartered in inadequate, antiquated 
buildings, have been provided the hast 
four and one-half years with nearly GOO 
new or improved armories, constructed 
or reconditioned by the Work Projects 
Administration. 

An inventory of the physical accom 
plishments of the WPA from its creation 
in July 1935 to 1 Jan. 140, shows that 
in the improvement of training facilities 
for National Guardsmen and reserve units 
relief workers constructed 222 new armo 
ries, reconditioned or improved nearly 350 
nnd built additions to 31. The work has 
been carried on in 44 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and ranges from large 
new structures in metropolitan centers to 
small buildings which serve as community 
centers us well as quarters for military 
training. 


Los Angeles Naval Armory 

An outstanding example of WPA’s con 
tribution to national defense is the $1,000, 
Qo armory now nearing completion at 
Los Angeles to be used by the SOO officers 
und 2,500 men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps Reserve in that area, This building, 
constructed by the WPA under the spon 
sorship of Los Angeles County to replace 
a building erected originally as a machine 
shop in 1916, will provide every desirable 
facility for the naval and Marine Reserve. 

A feature of this building is a drill deck 
250 feet long and 125 feet wide, with what 
is suid to be the largest Lamella roof west 
of the Mississippi. This roof, with no sup 
porting pillars or obstructions of any kind 
affords free room for maneuvers of large 
units of men. A balcony in the interior 
serves the double purpose of a running 
track and a gallery for spectators. 

The second unit of the ormory, separate 
from the drill deck, is the main adminis 
tration building of reinforced concrete 
construction, three stories high with a 
mezzanine floor and tower, This building, 
200 feet by 140 feet, includes boiler, elec- 
trical and other utility rooms, an S3-foot 
long swimming pool, a rifle range 114 feet 
by 35 feet, handball courts, classrooms, 
commissary magazine vault, clothing and 
storage rooms, shipkeeper’s quarters, sto- 
rage quarters for quartermaster olflicers, 
enlisted men’s assembly room and a main 
valley, executive otlices, oflicers’ reception 
rooms, wardrooms, marine company 
rooms, naval division rooms, medical and 


aviation division suites, library, mess 
hall, officers’ lounge, auditorium and 


theatre. A parking area, also available as 
a parade ground, contains 82,000 square 
feet entirely enclosed by reinforced con- 
crete retaining walls.

mit the free operation of 28-foot, lO-oared 
cutters, ZO foot dinghies, 28-foot whale 
boats and motor dories. Equipment for the 
drill hall includes a four-inch gun for drill 
maneuvers, Ship steering wheels, gunnery 
devices, range finders and other naval 
equipment. A navigation bridge extending 
from the third floor is fitted with com 
munications systems, a signal hoist, and 
other equipment including a ship’s hidder. 
A basement contains a rifle range, three 
oil burning boilers similar to those used 
on tival vessels, a water filtration plant, 
magazine, repair shops and storage space 
for boats. Seperate quarters are provided 
for ench of the three Indianapolis reserve 
divisions comprising the Fourth Division. 
A swimming pool, reading room and li 
brary are among the recreational facili- 
ties in the building.

have been built, five have been rehabili 
tated and additions were built to two. 
New armories have been coustructed in 
25> North Carolina communities, while in 
IHinois 13 new National Guard buildings 
have been built. 

The armory at Lumberton, North Caro 
lina, is one of the latest of the National 
Guard buildings to be opened to the pub 
lic and offers a good example of the com 
munity usefulness of these primarily 
military structures. In addition to the 
building itself, the Town of Lumberton 
which sponsored the project is converting 
the remainder of the seven-acre tract 
upon Which the armory stands, into a 
combination drill-field and athletic arena. 

For outdoor occasions, 1,200 temporary 
seats may be used as bleachers; for in 
door purposes they can be set up in the 
drill hall, thus converting it into an audi 
torium. In addition to the drill hall, there 
is a social room for small gatherings, and 
a well-equipped kitchen. Shower and 
locker rooms will be built for use in con 
nection with both indoor and outdoor 
athletic events. 


51 in Oklahoma 
Oklahoma, more than any other state, 
has featured armory construction as a 
major part of its WPA program, with 51 
new National Guard buildings. In com 
mon with other states, Oklahoma has

adequate drill halls, arsenals, and targe! 
ranges,

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Adequate Power Available for 
War Emergency

N the judgment of the leaders of the 
| electric light and power industry, the 
present power supply of this country is 
adequate to meet the requirements of 
a war emergency or, for that matter, a 


big armament program, and there is 
enough additional generating capacity 
under construction and scheduled for 


construction to maintain this position. 

At the end of 1939 installed capacity 
in the United States exceeded the sum 
of the non-coincident peak demands by 
wer 40 per cent. Industry will add 
1,640,000 kilowatts of generating capacity 
in 1940 and most of this is in steam plants 
eated in the industrial areas. A further 
nillion and a quarter kilowatts of gene- 
rating capacity is planned for completion 
in 1941. 

The favorable position of America in 
the matter of an adequate power supply 
is indicated by the following facts. We 
yave four times as much power capacity 
now as We had in 1917, whereas the in- 
cease in population since that time has 
wen but 20 per cent. In 1917 there was 
yt much interconnection between the 
various generating stations in the indus- 
trial areas so that in the same area cer- 
tain stations were overloaded when other 
stations were only partly loaded. Today, 
practically speaking, all generating sta- 
tions in the various industrial areas are 
interconnected to permit a high utiliza- 
tion of their combined generating capa- 
dty, This is indicated by the fact that the 
nileage of transmission lines in the in- 
dustrial areas has increased ten fold 
since 1917. 

The amount of installed generating ca- 
pacity per capita in the United States is 
whstantially greater than in Germany, 
Great Britain, France or Italy. 

The evidence indicates that a war does 
not accelerate the increase in use of elec- 
tricity. It will increase the output of 
electric energy in certain industrial areas 
hecause factories will work more hours 
jer day, and it will probably also increase 
the pak demand in these areas. But for 
the country as a whole this effect has not 
wen experienced. During the World War 
years in this country and in Canada, the 
rate of growth of power demand was 
urely above the normal rate of growth 
for the period from 1914 to 1924, At the 
present time electric power output in the 
United States is about 10 per cent above 
what it was a year ago. In Canada, a 
wintry at war, it is about 24% per cent 
ihove what it was a year ago, and it ap- 
pears that in England there has been 
nO Increase, 

According to the Annual Report of the 
Central Electricity Board of Great Brit- 
in, published in March 1940, part of its 
rogram for installing additional gene- 
tating capacity has been postponed. The 
report said: 

".... AS a result, however, of the dis- 
ation caused by the outbreak of war

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war plant extension programmes were 
carried out in their entirety, there would, 
during the war and for some time there- 
after, be a substantially greater margin 
of spare plant than had been considered 
adequate when the programmes were 
settled... .” 

In the United States there is adequate 
power capacity to serve all the existing 
industrial establishments, and if new 
munitions factories are constructed ad- 
ditional power capacity can be added in 
about the same time. 

It can safely be said that the supply 
of electric power will not prove a bottle- 
neck in an armament program. If Amer- 
ica were as well prepared in every re- 
spect for war as it is in the matter of 
power supply, its people could afford to 
be more complacent than other factors 
in the situation warrant. 





The Baltic Anniversary 

Twenty-three years ago Tuesday, 28 
May, General John J. Pershing, General 
of the Armies of the United States, then 
a major general sailed from New York 
aboard the SS Baltic, with his staff, to 
take up his new duties as commander of 
the American Expeditionary Force, After 
a few days in London, General Pershing 
went to Paris and on 18 June established 
his headquarters. 

Following the War, the members of the 
party that sailed with General Pershing 
formed the Baltic Society. Next Satur 
day, 1 June, that Society will gather at 
the Army and Navy Club in Washington 
to live over the stirring days which ended 
in success for the American forces,

Chaplains Expand, Change Name 

Inclusion of Navy chaplains in the 
Chaplain’s Association of the Army of the 
United States was voted by the 200 chap- 
lains attending the 15th Annual Training 
Conference in New York 21, 22 and 2% 
May, and name of the group was formally 
changed to the Chaplains’ Association of 
the Army and Navy of the United States. 

The Rev. N. M. Ylvisaker, of Minneap- 
olis, Minn., was reelected to the presi- 
dency for his third term. Also reelected 
were the following vice presidents: Rev. 
ID. C. Sullivan, Ist Corps Area; Rev. P. 
Lk. Fay, 2nd Corps Area; Rev. F. J. Alex- 
ander, 4th Corps Area; Rev. A. N. Corpen- 
ing, 6th Corps Area; Rey. C. W. Baxter, 
7th Corps Area; Rey. J. J. O’Brien, 8th 
Corps Area; Rev. Howard BE. Snyder, at 
large. Lt. Col, A, S. Goodyear, AG-Res., 
wis reelected secretary-treasurer, and 
Ch. Julian BE. Yates, again chosen editor 
of the Army Chaplain. 

Rev. Robert White was chosen vice 
president at large succeeding Rev. Arling- 
ton A. McCallum, and Rabbi B. A. Tintner 
was named to succeed Rabbi Morris 8. 
Lazaron. Results of other elections were 
not known at press time. 

The chaplains present, 
nearly every State and including two 
delegates from Panama, chose Los An- 
veles for the 16th training conference next 
year,

The training conference was opened 21 
May with greetings from Governor Leh- 
man of New York, Archbishop Spellman 
of New York, Mayor LaGuardia of New 
York City and Rey, Frederic 8. Fleming, 
pastor of Trinity Church, New York. 
After appointment of committees and re- 
ports of officers, messages were read from 
General Marshall, Chief of Staff; Maj. 
Gen. John F. Williams, Chief of the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau, ‘and Brig. Gen, 
Charles Thompson, executive for Reserve 
Affairs. 

Ch. William R. Arnold, Chief of Army 
Chaplains, then outlined the theme of the 
conference—“The Ministry of the Chap- 
lainey.” 

In the afternoon, following an address 
by Rabbi Morris S. Lazaron, Baltimore 
Hebrew Congregation, “The Chaplain—A 
Religious Servant of his Country,” dele- 
gates divided into four panels for discus- 
sion of Regular Army affairs, National 
Guard matters, Reserve maters and CCC 
affairs. After the group discussions, the 
conferees reassembled to hear reports of 
the panel chairmen, 

Two speeches featured an evening ses- 
sion, “The Chaplain—A Preacher of 
Righteousness,” by Rev. Daniel A. Poling, 
pastor of Baptist Temple, Philadelphia, 
and a discussion of the work of chaplains 
in the Civilian Conservation Corps by 
CCC Director James J. McEntee. 

The 22 May session opened with greet- 
ings by Brig. Gen. Irving Phillipson, chief 
of staff, First Army, and Rey. Samuel Me 
Crea Cavert, general secretary of the Fed- 
eral Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, There followed an address, 
“The Chaplain-—-A Minister of the Grace 
of Giod,” by Rev. N. J. Gould Wickey, and 
a report, “The Chaplain in the Field and 
Experiences with the First, Army Ma- 
neuvers,” by Rev. Cuthbert P. Newton, 
chaplain, 44th Division, NG, N. J. 

In the afternoon Ch, R. D. Workman, 
Chief of Navy Chaplains, extended his 
greetings and Lt. Col. Emer Yeager, USA, 
discussed “Customs and Courtesies of the 
Service.” The panels then reassembled, 

Speakers at the banquet that evening 
represented Catholic, Protestant and Jew- 
ish faiths, addresses being given by 
Bishop John I. O'Hara, Rey. Robert W, 
Searle and Rabbi Sidney S. Tedesche, 

The 22 May session was devoted to 
election of officers and selection of the 
next meeting place, The three chaplains 
at West Point, Ch. I. Fairfield Butt, 111, 
Rev. George G. Murdock, and Rabbi B. A. 
Tintner, discussed “Religious Work at the 
U.S. Military Academy.” .The conference 
then adjourned for a visit to the World's 
lair. 





Army Personnel Increase 

Additional commissioned personnel to 
officer the 280,000 enlisted strength for 
the Army as provided in the bill which 
passed the Senate this week will be sup- 
plied principally by putting more reserve 
officers on six months active duty, it was 
stated unoflicially this week. 

It was estimated, in view of the fact 
that new divisions and corps organiza- 
tions will be created, that possibly as 
many as 4,000 reserve officers may be 
given active duty at one time. Also it is 
considered likely that such tours will be 
extended to officers in the grades of cap- 
tain, major and even possibly lieutenant 
colonels, in addition to the lieutenants 
now on active duty. 

The above, it is understood, will be the 
plan under the 280,000 enlisted strength. 
Hlowever, General George ©. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff, told the Senate Commit- 
tee that the 280,000 strength can be re- 
cruited by September at which time he 
said, “if the situation is as serious as it 
is at present, recruitment of the Regu- 
lar Army on a volunteer basis should 
continue, possibly up to 400,000 men as a 
temporary measure, not as a permanent 
increase,” 

If the latter figure should be decided 
upon General Marshall plans to use still 
more Reserve Officers on active duty and 
to employ present noncommissioned offi- 
cers under temporary appointments 
rather than increase the number of per- 
manently commissioned officers of the 
Army. 

Beyond the 400,000 enlisted strength 
further increases would be actual war 
measures, 

“The minute the emergency really ar- 
rives,” General Marshall said, “we will 
mobilize the National Guard and call Re- 
serve oflicers to active duty; in addition, 
we will fill all of our schools—Infantry, 
Artillery, Cavalry, and Antiaireraft Ar- 
tillery Schools—with the maximum num- 
ber of students for specialist training. We 
are then engaged in mobilization and will 
be moving toward 1,000,000 men. The plan 
I have been discussing will give us avail- 
able trained men in this country to carry 
out the initial missions which would de 
velop the instant the emergency descends 
on us. Behind them we would mobilize a 
large army. 

“If the Regular Army is increased to 
280,000, and beyond that up to around 
100,000, by voluntary enlistments, we 
shall have available mobile troops in this 
country, with equipment of one kind or 
another—but workable equipment—to 
utilize the instant the emergency arises 
for all the initial missions that will arise. 
Behind that force will come the mobiliza- 
tion, the recruiting, and training of the 
National Guard, and parallel with it, of 
certain additional special units. There- 
after, we pass into the next augmenta- 
tion, which increases our forces to about 
one and « half million, The ensuing aug- 
mentation passes beyond 2,000,000. Build- 
ing an army is a process of successive 
steps.” 





Navy WO Bill

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Army Promotion Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
age 62 and for the retirement of other 
promotion list officers at age 60, and to 
retain until age 64 these officers but not 
permit them to command troops. 

“At the same time the authorized num- 
ber of colonels would be increased above 
the 705 figure in case such action is neces- 
sary in order that officers less than 60 
years of age may command regiments. 
The amendments remove all savings pre- 
dicted for the bill.” 

In abandoning his motion to reconsider, 
Senator King stated on the Senate floor, 
“Mr. President, several days ago, when 
the bill (II. R. 9243) to provide for the 
promotion of promotion-list officers of the 
Army after specified years of service in 
grade, and for other purposes, was tinder 
consideration it was passed very hurried- 
ly in order that the Senate might pro- 
ceed to the Hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to join with the House in re- 
ceiving a message from the President. I 
was advised that an absent Senator de- 
sired to make some observations with re- 
gard to the bill, and for that reason I 
entered a motion to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill was passed. I have no 
interest in the matter at all. I now desire 
to withdraw my motion to reconsider the 
vote on the passage of the bill.” 


Aircraft Observers 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
on 22 May, 1940, reported favorably the 
bill S. 4005, which authorizes the detail, 
without limitation, of officers from other 
branches to the Army Air Corps for train- 
ing purposes. 

The Committee report states: 

“The Committee on Military Affairs to 
whom was referred 8, 4005 to further amend 
section 13a, National Defense Act, so as to 
authorize officers detailed for training and 
duty as aireraft observers to be so rated, 
having considered the same, report favor 
ably thereon with the recommendation that 
it do pass. 

“The essential purpose of this measure is 
to permit an officer to receive an aeronautical 
rating as an aireraft observer without hav- 
ing to previously qualify as a pilot, and to 
be included within the classification ‘flying 
officer’ while holding such rating. 

“Another purpose is to permit the detail 
of officers to the Air Corps from other 
branches for training and duty as aircraft ob- 
servers and as other members of combat 
crews of aircraft without regard to the re- 
strictions imposed by section 20, act of June 
10, 1922, as amended which places a limit of 
1 per centum of the total authorized strength 
of a branch upon the number of officers in 
such branch who may be detailed to duty re- 
quiring regular and frequent. participation in 
nerial flights, 

“It is not contemplated by the War Depart- 
ment that officers from other branches of the 
Army detailed to the Air Corps for training 
and duty as aircraft observers shall be given 
training as pilots. They will be assigned as 
members of combat crews, will be required to 
participate regularly and frequently in aerial 
flights, and will be subject to the same risks 
and hazards as are the pilots, 

“The use of officers of other branches of 
the Army for this duty will contribute to bet 
ter integration of the air arm and the ground 
arms, and will further the cooperative effort 
of observation aviation and the troops with 
which it works in training and combat.” 


Additional Brigadier Generals 

The House of Representatives, on 20 
May, passed the bill, S. 8428, creating four 
additional brigadier generals of the line 
for the purpose of providing line briga- 
dier generals for the posts of Chief of 
Infantry, Chief of Cavalry, Chief of Coast 
Artillery and Chief of Field Artillery. 
The bill, as passed by the Senate, mere- 
ly provided for four additional brigadier 
generals of the line. However, the House 
amended the bill to read as follows: 

That the number of brigadier generals of 
the line of the Regular Army is hereby in- 
creased from 46 to 50, and hereafter upon the 
appointment of an officer below the rank of 
brigadier general to be chief of infantry, 
cavalry, fleld artillery, or coast artillery, he 
shall at the same time be appointed to be a 
permanent brigadier general of the line and 
an increase in the number of brigadier gen- 
erals for this purpose is hereby authorized: 
Provided, that no further appointments to 
the grade of brigadier general of the line 





shall thereafter be made until the total num- 
ber thereof shall be less than fifty: Provided 
further, That the selection of chief of branch 
shall not be limited to the list of brigadier 
generals, . 

The bill now goes back tu the Senate 
for concurrence or conference over the 
new wording. 





Lieutenant Generals’ Bill 

The House of Representatives on 20 
May, 1940, passed the bill HR 7611, which 
provides the rank of lieutenant general 
for the commanding officers of the 
Panama Canal and Hawaiian Depart- 
ments. As passed by the House, the bill 
provides also that those officers who have 
held those commands since 5 Aug., 1939, 
shall be considered to have held such 
rank. 





Reserve Uniform Allowance 

President Roosevelt this week signed 
the bill S. 3198, which provides a $50.00 
per year uniform allowance for Reserve 
officers upon completion, in separate fis- 
cal years, of each of their first three years 
of active-duty training of three months 
or less, following their original appoint- 
ment, 

The text of the new law is as follows: 

“Be it enacted, ete.: That officers of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps of the Army shall 
be entitled to an allowance for uniforms 
and equipment of $50 per annum upon 
completion, in separate fiscal years, of 
each of their first three periods of active- 
duty training of three months or less, 
following their original appointment, 
during which periods the uniform is re- 
quired to be worn.” 


Army Med. Dept. Strength 
Vresident Roosevelt this week signed 
the bill, S. 3470, which increases the au- 
thorized enlisted strength of the Army 
Medical Corps from 5 percent of the total 
strength of the Regular Army to 7 percent 
of the total personnel, both Regular and 

Reserve on active duty, of the Army.

Tighten ROTC Requirements 

Changes were ordered this week in 
Army Regulations to strengthen the pro- 
visions under which students in the Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps may com- 
plete their courses leading to Reserve 
commissions. The new change, to be in- 
corporated in AR 145-10, permits the dis- 
charge, at the end of their first year of 
the advanced course, of ROTC students 
“who in the interests of the Government 
should not be commissioned in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps.” 











Uniform Enlistment Law 

The President this week signed the bill, 
S. 3470, which amends the National De- 
fense Act to provide one uniform type of 
enlistment in the Army of the United 
States in event of war or other emer- 
gency declared by Congress. 

The text of the new law is as follows: 

“In time of war or other emergency de- 
clared by Congress, all enlistments in the 
active military service of the Untied States 
shall be in the Army of the United States 
without specification of any particular com- 
ponent or unit thereof and shall be for the 
duration of the war or other emergency plus 
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six months, subject in each case to earlier 
discharge at the discretion of the President 
or otherwise according to law. Eligibility 


for such enlistment § shall be limited 
to persons not less than eighteen years 
of age and otherwise qualified under 


such regulations as the Secretary of War 
shall prescribe. The oath or affirmation of 
enlistment set forth in article of War 100 
shall be used and may be taken before any 
officer of the Army of the United States. All 
persons enlisted at any time in the Army of 
the United States or any component thereof, 
as long as they continue in the military ser- 
vice, shall, in time of war or other emer- 
gency declared by Congress, be available for 
assignment to duty with any unit of the 
Army of the United States and may be freely 
transferred from one unit to another, re 
gardiless of the component status of the units 
involved.” 





Army Appropriation Bill 

With limitations on personnel stricken 
out so as to permit building up to National 
Defense Act strength, the Army Appro- 
priation bill totalling more than one bil- 
lion eight hundred million dollars was 
passed by the Senate this week without 
a dissenting vote. It now goes to the 
House for concurrence with the Senate 
amendments which include the sums reec- 
ommended by the President in the De- 
fense message.

Colonel Harrington’s Job 


During debate on the 1941 W.I.A, Ap. 
propriation Bill on the floor of the House 
on Friday, 17 May, 1940, Representative 
Jerry Voorhis, of Calif., made the follow- 
ing comment on the work being done by 
Col. Francis C. Harrington, CE, USA, the 
administrator of the WPA. 

“May I point out that the job Colonel Har- 
rington has been given—is a big one and a 
tough one? He is trying to do the best he 
can and everyone admits it, yet there are 
those who go out of their way to try to pick 
up little picayunish reasons for ecritizing him 
and defeating the program. His has been one 
of the most difficult jobs of employment ever 
given to anybody in all the history of the 
world. It is his job to deal with all those peo 
ple nobody else wants to hire at a certain 
time; he has got to take the people nobody 
else wants; he has got to try to fit them into 
worth-while projects in cooperation with the 
officials of thousands of towns and cities; 
he has to try to supply needs no one else will 
supply. He comes to Congress and is told at 
one time to lay 700,000 people off his program 
in a few brief weeks. He has been told to re 
duce the WPA rolls at times when more 
people than ever were certified to the rolls. His 
job has been a heartbreaking, soul-trying job, 
and he has been doing something very worth 
while; and, on top of all his problems of ad 
ministration, he has to try to please the Mem 
bers of Congress. Good God, what a job! | 
will say for my part that—yes; taking all its 
faults and shortcomings into account—I 
think it has been damned well done.” (Ap 
plause, the Members rising.)

The Senate Military Committee yester- 
day reported favorably S. 3497 which re 
quires the issuance by the General Ac 
counting Office of a quarterly certificate 
of settlement of money accounts to United 
States Property and Disbursing Officers 
of the National Guard.

ACM Rating Abolished 


The rating of aviation carpenter’s 
mate will be abolished 30 June 1941, the 
Bureau of Navigation stated this week, 
and on that date all men in that rating 
will be transferred to aviation metal- 
smiths in the same pay grade, but must 
fulfill service requirements before ad- 
vancement in the new rating. 

Aviation carpenter’s mates who qualify 
by examination for aviation metalsmith 
or carpenter’s mate before 30 June 1941 
will not be required again to fulfill service 
requirements for advancement in their 
new ratings, 

The new order cancels Bureau of Navi- 
gation Circular Letter No. 17-38, which 
provided for reduction in the ACM rating 
by suspending promotions into or within 
the rating. 








Ask Bids on 4 Destroyers 


Proposals for constructing four torpedo 
boat destroyers of approximately 1,630 
tons standard displacement will be 
opened at the Navy Department 31 May. 

The 1941 construction program pro- 
vides funds for eight destroyers, four 
of which probably will be built in navy 
yards. 





The bronze bust, mounted on a specially 
designed marble pedestal, is to be in- 
stalled in Memorial Hall, Bancroft Hall, 
Naval Academy. There are at present 
installed within that Hall space three 
other busts, these being: John Paul Jones, 
Rear Adm. Robley D. Evans, and Rear 
Adm, William Moffett. 

The bust was sculptured by Comdr. 
Ralph S. Barnaby, USN, now stationed at 
the League Island Navy Yard in Phila- 
delphia. He is a talented sculptor, and 
two exumples of his work have received 
very favorable comments, these being the 
bust of the late Rear Adm. William A. 
Moffett, USN, now installed in Memorial 
Hall, and, a bust of the Rev. James Me- 
Bride Sterrett, now installed in All Souls 
Memorial Church in Washington, D. C. 
Commander Barnaby was unanimously 
selected by the Committee from a large 
number of nationally known sculptors and 
sculptresses. 

It is notable that the Sims bust is dis- 
tinctly a gift of the Navy and of those di- 
rectly connected ,with the Navy. Con- 
tributions were spontaneous, and, indeed, 
the fund was over-subscribed. Many com- 
mendatory letters were received from dis- 
tinguished officers of the Navy and 
former associates of the Admiral; and, it 
is to be particularly remarked that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt sent a letter to the Com- 
mittee, a copy of which follows: 

15 May, 1940. 
“The White House, Washington, 

“In peace and war Admiral Sims served the 
nation with distinction. His efforts as a 
young lieutenant did much to bring American 
naval gunnery to its present high state of 
proticiency. During the World War, as Com- 
mander of American naval forces in European 
waters, he served diligently and well. His 
was no small contribution to the training and 
fighting which gave us victory then. May his 
achievements be an inspiration to our future 
defenders on the sea. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
To The Sims Bust Committee.”

Fortunately, during the evolution of the 
expansion program General John J. 
Pershing, general of the Armies of the 
United States, has been in Washington 
where administration leaders could con- 
fer with him concerning their plans. Gen- 
eral Pershing was at lunch with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on Friday, 17 May, and on 
Monday 20 May, Secretary of War Wood- 
ring had luncheon with the General at 
his hotel.

He will be in 
Washington for some time. 

General Marshall’s explanation § of 
what is hoped to be accomplished under 
the President’s new emergency program 
oeupied the entire morning of Friday, 
li May. What may be expected for the 
various branches as the result of the new 
money is summarized from the Chief of 
Staff's testimony as follows: 

Air Corps 

It provides for an increase of pilots 
from 2,400 in two years, set by last year’s 
wiation expansion program, to 7,000 a 
year in order to provide replacements 
‘gainst possible war wastage in pilots, so 
that the present authorization GHQ air 
force of 1,900 combat planes can be main- 
tained at that strength under conditions 
of actual campaign. Statistics indicate 
that 75,000 young men will have to be 
Processed to produce 7,000 trained pilots.

Parachute Troops 

Asked by Senator Lodge concerning the 
use of parachute troops, General Mar 
shall said: “We have been studying the 
question, We have not dropped troops in 
parachutes in this country up to the pres 
ent time. We have visualized the use of 
our present bombers for the transporta- 
tion of parachute troops after they have 
been superseded by more effective bomb- 
ers. We have been lacking in parachutes 
as a matter of fact. We now have 12,153 
on hand on order and have 2,000 in 
these latest estimates. It should be noted 
that parachutes are not critical in the 
same way as airplanes and pilots are 
concerned, parachutes can be pro 
cured in quantity in 30 days.”

Cavalry 

The new funds will permit the Army 
to build up practically a full mechanized 
Cavalry division, by adding a squadron 
that is now missing in each of the two 
cavalry regiments, and by filling out the 
reconnaissance force of the present divi 
sion. 


Whereas there are now 485 scout cars 


on hand, existing contracts and new 
money will bring the total up to 1,346. 
Similarly the existing 114 combat cars 


will be increased to 20S. Also the num- 

ber of .5O calibre machine guns (pack) 

will be increased from 838 to 962. 
Chemical Warfare 

A major item for the Chemical War 
fare Service will be the augmentation of 
the gas mask program. With 407,696 now 
on hand, existing contracts and new 
money will raise the total to 1,297,000. 

Maj. Gen. W. C. Baker, Chief of the 
Service, told the committee that the fac 
tory at Edgewood Arsenal is now turn 
ing out gas masks at the rate of 2.800 to 
3.000 a day, but that it is geared to pro 
duce them on a 24-hour basis at approxi 
mately 300,000 a month. 

Coast Artillery Corps 

The program provides for an additional 
battalion of Coast Artillery of 155 mm 
guns which can be used either in coast 
defense or with mobile ground troops. It 
also completes the organization of an 
antiaircraft regiment of Coast Artillery 
which now lacks some units. 

In the United States, and largely on 
the eastern coast, there is provided a 
sum of $2,929,000 which largely goes for 
submarine mine defenses and for the pro 
curement of missing fire-control equip 
ment or for the modernization of old, 
obsolete fire-control equipment which is 
essential to the control of the gun. There 
is also provided a small sum for Panama 

$785,000——-which is largely for the com 
pletion of fire-control installations and 
the opening up of communications and 
trails, for antiaircraft positions, but not 
for antinireraft material or ammunition. 

Twenty-four 8-inch railway guns and 
earriages, none of which are now in ser 
vice, will be on hand on completion of the 
program. 

Antiaircraft 

In antiaircraft materiel the Army now 
has 448 three-inch guns on hand, while 
existing contracts and new money will 
bring the total to 500. Likewise directors 
will be increased from 168 to 273; height 
finders from 142 to 276; sound locators 


from 194 to 801: 37 mm. guns, antiair 
eraft, from 15 to 1,428, and .5O-caliber 


machine guns from 1,014 to 1,682. A total 
of 317 of the new 90 mm guns will be on 
hand when the program is completed. 
Corps of Engineers 

An engineer regiment will be organ 
ized for use with the Air Corps. The pro 
curement program will include topo 
graphical eqquipment, camouflage equip- 
ment and nets, pneumatic rafts. 
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Whereas the Corps has now only one 
10-ton pontoon bridge it will have at the 
completion of the program a total of 32;

units will increase from four to 45; and 
searchlights, 60-inch mobile from 285 to 
1,028. 

Field Artillery 

A regiment of pack artillery will be 
built up, which General Marshall told 
the committee is very important to have 
available for possible use in rough coun 
try in this hemisphere. A battalion of 
heavy artillery of S-inch guns, now lack 
ing, will be provided. 

There are now on hand only 141 mod 
ernized 75-mm. guns but at the comple 
tion of the program there will be 1,482. 
The present total of 90 75-mm. howitzers 
(field and pack) will be increased to 319; 
in the 105-mm. howitzer class, of which 
we how have none there will be 120, while 
the number of 155-mm. guns, long-range, 
will be increased from four to 96; and 
{8 S-inch howitzers, of which none are 
now in service, will be procured, 

Infantry 

If the bill is finally approved as it 
passed the Senate, with a total enlisted 
strength of 280,000 it is planned to set 
up four additional Infantry Divisions 
(triangular), making a total of nine and 
to fill out the corps units for a second 
corps, 

In weapons there are now 38,000 semi 
automatic rifles on hand whereas exist 
ing contracts and the new appropriations 
will bring the total to 240.559. Similarly 
the number of 37-mm. antitank guns will 
be increased from 228 to 1,388; 60-mm. 
mortars from three to 3.756; Sl-mm. mor 
tars from 1838 to S53: light tanks, M2A4, 
from 10 to 734; and medium tanks, M2, 
from 18 to 194.

Additional personnel will be given to 
the Army Transport Service. General 
Marshall said to the committee: “Last 
January we had a joint Army and Navy 
exercise on the West Coast, Our Army 
Transport Service has a base in San 
Franciseo, Until recently it was engaged 
largely in ordinary passenger and 
freight traffic.

3. Expansion of the Regular Army and the National Guard to a strength of at least 550,000 
men with provision for complete personnel and materiel and training for 100 per cent effi- 
clency ; personnel for the Navy and Marine Corps capable of fully manning all vessels of the 
fleet and the Fleet Marine Force. 

4. Additional increases in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical knowledge 
and skill required by modernization. 

5. Active duty training and service school attendance for available officers of the Reserve 
Corps; appropriations for the expansion program of the Naval Reserves. 

6. Revision of pension laws to assure widows of the Regular Services a living income. 

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business. 








The ARMY AND Navy JourNna submits that the time has come for the American 
people to adopt as a fixed policy the principle of universal military training. In the 
midst of an inflamed world, with two millions of trained men smashing the British 
and French, we are talking about a peacetime strength for our Regular Army of 280,090 
men and suggesting that in a few months it should number 400,000 men. Note we are 
“talking about,” for today we have in the United States only some 160,000 enlisted 
men of that Establishment, 255,000 men in the National Guard, who drill a few hours 
a week, and 110,000 Reserve Officers most of whom are instructed by correspondence 
vourses, The German Army comprises 130 divisions of 15,000 strength each. We have 
five divisions of 5,500 men, which have been just formed and are being trained, and 
proposed to have nine. Each German Corps has from three to seven divisions. We now 
have one corps organized and are on our way to two. German armies have been

In short, we have been putting a toe into the water, and now that the rushing river 
threatens to swamp our banks, we are shivering and preparing to stick one leg into it, 
Apparently, we are never willing to learn the lesson of efficient and sufficient defense 
except at a sickening cost in blood and treasure, Great Britain and France are paying 
that cost because the former inaugurated conscription only when compelled to do so, 
and neglected to arm, and the latter did not accompany conscription by adequate arma- 
ment, Both lived in the period of the trench warfare of 1914-18, while the Germans 
stream-lined the experience of that period of their defeat. The latter were not content 
to adhere to the tactics of defense. They taught and preached offense. They took their 
young men, and trained the more intelligent as officers, and put the others in the 
ranks. They drilled and maneuvered ; they devised the coordination of all Arms, the 
planes to dive and bomb ahead of the tanks, the tanks to lumber through obstacles of 
men and materiel, firing bullets and shells and flames, with infantry to rush forward in 
the path made by tanks. They studied strategy and tactics, which executed by trained 
officers and men, have gained victory. It will be said that the isolated position of the 
United States does not require that our youth shall be taken from their occupations or 
vocations and put in camps for six months or a year, that anyhow we have not the arms 
for them, and that in time of war they can be prepared behind our Navy and Initial 
Protective Force. But we recall that General Pershing was not willing to put the first 
contingents of his troops of the AEF into battle until they had been thoroughly trained 
behind the French and British lines, and that it was the green soldiers who came later 
and were thrown into the line that suffered the greater casualties. From the way 
Germany has been swiftly striking, and the example set by General Pershing, there 
comes the stark conclusion that the safety of America and the protection of our Youth, 
as far as protection can be assured in war, demands Universal training. Moreover, 
the very existence of millions of trained men would have a profound influence upon 
the attitude of an aggressor nation towards us. In view of this reasoning the Pres- 
ident should recommend, and the Congress enact, a law requiring every able bodied 
citizen reaching manhood to report at specified training centers for a period of instrue- 
tion in the defense of his country.

infect all the streets, lanes and passages of 
the town... .”

Speed Up Navy Program 

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably the bill, TH. 
R. US22, designed to speed up the Navy 
shipbuilding program, primarily by get 
ting the GS vessels now on the ways at 
Navy Yards and private plants completed 
and into the fleet. 

Concerning the bill's provisions, the 
Committee stated “the effect of most of 
these will be felt immediately.” The pro 
Visions of the measure will remain in ef 
fect for three years from date of enact 
ment, 

The bill authorizes the advancement of 
30 percent of the contract price to con 
tractors at date of contract, and would 
also authorize partial payments on the 
balance of the contract price as the work 
under contract In this con 
nection, the Committee stated, “It is un 
likely that the authority would be invoked 
for large or going concerns, but it would 
he extremely helpful in other cases should 
the occasion for rapid and expanded pro 
duction develop.” 

The bill also provides that the Seere 
tary of the Navy, under authority of the 
President, may during any national emer 
gency, negotiate contracts for the acquisi 
tion, Construction, repair or alteration of 
naval vessels or aircraft, or any portion 
thereof, including plans, spare parts and 
equipment and for machine and 
other equipment, without competition. 
This section also provides that the Presi 
dent may direct that Navy contracts be 
given priority over orders for export. The 
committee described this section as “one 
of the most important in this bill and of 
fers one of the greatest contributions to 
the speeding up of the present building 
program.” 

The next section of the bill eliminates 
the profit limitation clauses on Navy con 
tracts from all contracts of $25,000 or 
less. At present, there no limitation 
clause on contracts of $10,000 or less, but 
both the Navy and the Committee felt 
that an increase in the scope of non-limi 
tation contracts is necessary in order to 
increase the field of bidders 

The next section transfers from the 
Secretary of the Treasury to the Seere 
tary of the Navy the authority to adjudge

how much contractors may inelude in 
their bids for plant expansion necessi 
tated by increased Navy contracts, At 


present, the Treasury determines at the 
completion of a contract how much a con 
tractor shall receive for the expansion 
that he has made in his facilities. The 
bill authorizes the Secretary of the Navy 


to make such determination at time of 
contract, 
The next section provides for a 48 


hour work week, which can be increased 
by the President, and for time and one 
half for all work over 40 hours per week 
or S hours per day. Laborers, helpers, 
and their supervisors (per 
employees), subprofessional and 
professional per annum = employees 
(draftsmen, engineers, designers, ete.) 
and certain CAF employees Cclerical, ad 
ministrative and fiscal), come under this 
section. It applies equally to Government 
employees and employees of contractors 
and subcontractors when such employees 
are engaged on important naval work, It 
is anticipated, the committee stated, that 
this section will reduce by approximately 
20 percent the completion dates of ships. 

The bill also provides that retired Avil 
service employees of the Navy may be re 
turned to Government employment. The 
committee stated that it is anticipated 
that several hundred first-class mechanics 
and other skilled craftsmen will be made 
available. Provision is also made for the

tee said, “This is precautionary, so that 
the Secretary of the Navy will not find 
himself in the position of being unable to 
remove some individual whose continued 
employment would be a menace to the 
national defense.” 

The next section permits employees who 
would otherwise be on annual leave to 
work at regular rates of pay during such 
periods, this pay to be in addition to their 
vacation pay. Such employment would be 
permissive and would only be done in 
cases of extreme shortage of personnel, 

The cost limit is taken off naval ves- 
sels provided in the act of 30 June, 1987, 
(350,000,000). This was made necessary 
by the speed-up and overtime wages pro- 
vided for above. 

For the purposes of the bill, the limited 
national emergency declared by the Presi 
dent on 8 Sept. 1939, is considered to be a 
national emergency within the meaning 
of the bill, and therefore, the bill will be 
immediately effective upon enactment, 

The measure originally contained a 
provision permitting the President to sus 
pend the Walsh-Healy Act, but upon ex 
amination the committee found that he 
already has this power. 





Air Funds Availability 

President Roosevelt this week asked 
Congress to amend the 1938 Naval Appro 
priation Act, in order that $8,158,768 of 
the funds provided under the head “Avia 
tion, Navy, 1938." may remain available 
until SO June 1941, for the payment of 
contracts entered into for aircraft by the 
Navy prior to 30 Sept. 1938. The amend 
ing legislation is made necessary, the 
President said due to the fact that de 
liveries which the Navy had anticipated 
would be made prior to 30 June 140, 
have been delayed, 





Vetoes River-Harbor Bill 

President Roosevelt this week vetoed 
the bill, PLR. 6264, which would author 
ize the construction, repair and preserva 
tion of public works on rivers and har 
bors ata cost of S1IOOOS5 450. The Presi 
dent pointed out that authorizations al 
ready exist for $207,720,140 in appropria- 
tions for this type of work, and stated 
that “Regardless of every other consid 
eration, it to me that the non 
military activities of the War Depart- 
ment should give way at this time to the 
need for military preparedness. This is a 
need, not so apparent at the time the bill 
was under consideration by the Congress, 
that must now be recognized by all as a 
matter demanding priority of attention.” 
The President said in conclusion, “With 
respect to the few items in the bill that 
are of national defense value, | would be 
glad to approve separate legislation cov- 
ering these subjects.” 

The War Department Civil Functions 
Appropriations Bill, now in conference be 
tween House and Senate conferees, hav 
ing passed both houses, carries appropria 
tions totaling $25,000,000 for the continu 
ation of work on existing authorized 
projects.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—By Col. T. Bentley Mott, European correspondent of the ARMY 
AND Navy JournaL—Scandanavia is in the lull following the first phase of the invasion 
of Norway. The Allies will doubtless soon be in complete possession of Narvik, for to 
their own forces in the region can be added those which the Norwegians have assembled 
there. These are organized, armed and better trained than any troops that Norway 
possessed. Moreover, the King and his government are near at hand to direct and 
inspire, while the Germans have no immediate means of reinforcing their garrison ; 
its dispersion is inevitable. 

The next step will of course be for the Allies to establish a fortified line south of 
the town and crossing the narrow neck of land that separates the coast from the 
frontier. The Germans can be trusted to blow up the tunnels on the railway running 
to the Kiruna mines in Sweden, unless they decide to preserve it intact for their own 
future use. 

Assuming the town and its approaches in Allied hands and a suitable force as- 
sembled, can the place be held? The Germans will certainly try to recapture it, for its 
possession is essential for their supply of iron ore, and they are not going to accept 
the presence of an Allied army in Northern any more than in central Norway, How 
are they likely to go about the operation? 

They will first clean up and occupy the whole country south of Trondjem. This 
can all be done by second or third line troops. The Skagerrack cannot be blockaded 
and Germany is free to send whatever forces she desires to Oslo and thence by rail to 
Trondjem. From here, if Sweden resists, the invasion of its Northern region could be 
undertaken in conjunction with divisions landed at Sundsvaal, Umea and Lulea. The 
Allies could only aid the Swedes by sending troops from Narvik down through Kiruna, 
Would the railway be open for such a movement? Could enough troops be sent in time 
to make a serious resistance? Will the Swedes thoroughly destroy both the railway 
and the road running from Trondjem across Sweden? Have they properly fortified 
this pass and any others the Germans might use? Will they now concentrate a large 
army in the central region around the railway that runs from Trondjem to Sundsvaal- 
thus leaving the rich populous south only partly protected? Would the government 
dare take such a step before it was too late? Are the Swedes building coast defenses 
for her northern ports? Are suitable guns available for them? 

All of these are uncertainties, but if the Germans decide that the Allies must be 
driven from Narvik, this is the easiest method of going about the task. We can well 
imagine northern Sweden conquered and an army based on Lulea undertaking the pas- 
suge of the mountain chain—attacking an Allied army based on Narvik. Each force can 
be supplied and augmented by sea-transportation. The Allies would be unable to inter- 
fere with German sea movements, while the Germans, from the various air-ports south 
of Narvik, could hamper those of the Allies. On the other hand, since the latter would be 
on the defensive in the high mountains east of Narvik, they would have a tactical 
advantage against attacking troops. 

But if Germany decides to invade northern Sweden, the Soviets might quite well 
undertuke exactly the operation which brought them so much profit in Poland. The 
summer being on, they could easily mass a large army on the Murmansk railway, 
march across northern Finland, take the Swedish army in rear, as they did that of 
Poland, seize the Kiruna mines and as much of northern Norway, and Sweden as 
they choose to hold, and then sit tight. This is a possibility which the Germans will 
think about as well as others. If there is to be a partition of Scandinavia, the Soviets 
may decide that they want their share. The annexation of northern Finland, Sweden 
and Norway would bring Russia to the Atlantic. Nobody can now say how tempting 
this prospect might be to Stalin; he got half of Poland with little danger or expense, 
and he may be tempted to repeat the operation. This prospect and the diversion of 
forces required to conquer and hold Sweden may cause the Germans to pause, 

An outstanding fact of the invasion of Denmark and Norway is the failure of the 
British and French intelligence services to give timely warning of what was being 
prepared. The Nazi internal organization makes foreign espionage extremely difficult 
in Germany. If every German living abroad is a spy, every German living at home is 
a counter-spy. On the other hand, it seems only too evident that every move made in 
England, and, to a certain extent, in France, is immediately known to the German 
government, There are 60,000 German-speaking refugees living in England, and it is 
safe to believe that at least one thousand of these are Nazi agents in disguise. Never- 
theless it does seem remarkable that no intimations of what the Germans were pre- 
paring got through to London or Paris. It is pertinent that we Americans ask ourselves 
whether in a similar situation we would be any better prepared than the Allies were 
to fathom German designs or conceal our own, 











Lindbergh—The thunders of the Administration have been directed this week upon 
Colonel Charles A, Lindbergh, Air-Res., because of his radio address last Sunday night 
in which he assailed the President’s foreign policy, and insisted that without a strong 
policy of defense we will not even know what types of planes to build. Administration 
Senators and a section of the press, attacked him as a spokesman for Hitler, an inter- 
meddler in foreign affairs, an ignoramus whose only knowledge of aviation, or any- 
thing else, came from a spectacular flight across the ocean, and a tool of designing 
political interests, which wrote the speech for him because he was unable to write it 
himself. In military and naval circles, it is said that no one need hold a brief for 
Lindbergh ; he is able to protect himself. But it is ridiculous to intimate that because 
he was placed in a position which compelled him to accept a decoration at a time when 
we were at peace with Germany, he has ceased to be a patriotic American. It is equally 
ridiculous to charge him with intermeddling in foreign affairs when he told inquirers 
in England of the great German air superiority. As to his ignorance, his stay in 
Europe enabled him to gain a thorough understanding of conditions in that continent, 
and of the rivalries between the different powers. That stay was beneficial to the 
United States, because as a Reserve Officer, he furnished his government with infor- 
mation, particularly on German developments, that proved to be of inestimable value 
to the Air Services, and caused important changes in plane designs. As his address 
was partly political, the colonel must have expected it to draw fire, but as an American 
citizen he had the right to express his views, and whether one agrees with them or 
not, one cannot properly question his sincerity, or his anxiety, as he said, to have 
this country safeguarded as our forefathers did in the past; to this end he urged a 
greater Air Force, a greater Army, and a greater Navy. In order that the Air Ferce 
may be adequate for our national safety, he proposed the determination of a definite 





policy of defense, and pointed out that until such a policy shall be laid down, we wij 
not even know what types of planes to build. There is no doubt of the reasonableness 
of this judgment, and in expressing it his fellow aviators say he has rendered a seryieo 
which ought to be helpful in the development of a wiser building program. 

The sharpest criticism of Lindbergh is made by men of riper experience, who 
hold that it is to our interest to join the Allies, and who insist that if the latter were 
beaten, a conquering Germany would turn its attention to the Western Hemisphere. 
These men further argue that the aviator’s address tended to divide the country whep 
unity is essential, and that its effect is to arouse opposition to the increase in oy 
National Defense which the peril to our country requires. Friends of the Aviator 
answer that his sole purpose in speaking was to induce the people to consider coldly 
and sanely the dangerous situation in which we have been placed by the Adminis. 
tration in its conduct of our foreign relations, and to base our increase in defense, 
particularly in the air, upon defined policies so that our security shall be made 
absolute.

Captain McBride, 
who will retire because of physical disability, is one of 22 officers and warrant officers 
who will leave the active service on that date. 

Captain McBride was born at Columbia, Pa., 29 Sept. 1880, was captain of the 
fencing team in 1901, obtained a master’s degree at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, and became first fleet naval constructor, in 1907. He was also first Con- 
struction Corps officer assigned as an assistant naval attache, London, 1914. The 
preceding year he served as technical advisor to the American delegation at the first 
conference on safety at sea. From 1917 to 1919 Captain McBride was construction 
officer on the staff of the commander of United States naval forces in European waters. 
Following the armistice he was a member of the inter-Allied committee to supervise 
carrying out of naval clauses in the armistice. He was instructor at the Naval Acad- 
emy from 1933 to 1937, establishing the Department of Economics and Government. 
Until 1 Nov. 1939 he was director of the new model basin at Carderock, Md. 

Another ranking officer retiring 1 June, also for disability, is Capt. Paul E. 
Speicher of the Line. Born at Braddock, Pa., in 1887, he was appointed to Annapolis 
in 1904. During the World War he commanded the USS Wenonah. He was head of 
the naval mission to Peru from 1929 to 1933. He competed the course at the Army 
War College, the senior course at the Naval War College, then returned to the staff 
of the Army college.

Navy Hydrographic Office—The cooperation between the merchant marine and the 
Navy Hydrographic Office was stressed by Assistant Secretary of the Navy Lewis 
Compton in a statement issued 22 May in connection with observance of Maritime 
Day. Mr. Compton praised the work of over 2,000 active observers in the mercantile 
marine who forward reports constantly to the Hydrographic Office, which in turn, 
as it has been doing since establishment in 1830, works unceasingly for “the improve- 
ment of the means for navigating safely the vessels of the Navy and the mercantile 
marine.” 

“The service rendered by this office, and the resultant value of its investigations 
have been in a large measure due to the enthusiastic and continued cooperation of the 
merchant marine,” Mr. Compton said. “When Matthew Fontaine Maury, early in the 
history of the Hydrographic Office, began his studies of winds and currents, he called 
upon the merchant marine for assistance. The cooperation of the merchant marine 
has continued to the present day ... In return for this cooperation, the Hydrographic 
Office is able to render many services to the shipmaster. Radio broadcasts describing 
dangers to shipping are sent out on regular schedules from the various naval radio 
stations of the United States and its possessions. Each day, through the medium of a 
daily memorandum, the mariner is advised of the latest changes in aids to navigation, 
obstructions reported, and ice sighted. The Notice to Mariners, published weekly, 
furnishes him with the necessary information to keep his charts and publications 
corrected, while the Hydrographic Bulletin, also issued weekly, contains much informa- 
tion of general interest to the maritime world. Monthly he receives what is probably 
the best known of all Hydrographic Office publications—The Pilot Chart... 


“In addition to periodicals, the Hydrographic Office issues many publications for 
the safe navigation of the merchant marine in foreign waters. The science of Naviga- 
tion, so vital to the merchant marine, has also been progressively improved by the 
Hydrographic Office. “The American Practical Navigator’ originally published by 
Nathaniel Bowditch, a shipmaster of Salem, Massachusetts, has been expanded and 
enlarged upon by the Hydrographic Office since 1866. Today ‘Bowditch’ or the ‘Sailor's 
Bible’ as it is affectionately known, is the standard text book on navigation, not only 
in the American Merchant Marine, but also in the merchant fleets of many foreign 
nations. 

“In the realm of celestial navigation “The Line of Position” method, originally 
discovered by the American shipmaster Thomas H. Sumner, has been carried forward 
by the Hydrographic Office, keeping pace with the ever increasing demand for more 
speed and accuracy in solution, necessitated by the high speeds in ocean transportation 
today. Among the better known developments of this method, published by the Hydro- 
graphic Office, and widely used in the Merchant Marine today, are those of Dreisonstok 
and of Ageton. At the present time the office is issuing a new series of tables under 
the title of ‘H. O. 214, Tables of Computed Altitude and Azimuth,’ which represents the 
most advanced method yet devised for determining a ship’s position at sea. This is but 
another service of the Hydrographic Office contributing to the safety of navigation for 
the Merechant Marine upon the high seas.” 

The tables of computed altitude and azimuth referred to by Assistant Secretary 
Compton were described this week by the Work Projects Administration as “a simpli- 
fled method of determining the position of a ship or an airplane, which enables a 
navigator to determine his position in terms of latitude and longitude in a few seconds 
and with an accuracy of one-tenth of a mile.” 

This method, eliminating nearly all of the involved mathematical computation of 

older procedures, is based on the use of pre-computed navigation tables which are being 
compiled and assembled by the Work Projects Administration in cooperation with 
the Hydrographic Office of the United States Navy. The WPA has assembled these 
tables in volumes covering 10 degrees of latitude, usable in both the southern and 
horthern hemispheres. Navigators may now obtain four volumes of these tables, 
covering all latitudes between 40 degrees south and 40 degrees north. An additional 
volume, which will be available this year, will cover the latitudes up to 50 degrees 
Meanwhile WPA werkers are computing tables for the latitudes from 50 to 90 degrees. 
When this work and that which is projected is completed, it will mean that a navi 
fitor, in any ocean or over any land area of the globe, will be able to determine his 
position accurately and rapidly without resorting to involved, individual computation 
ind logarithmic tables, 
; By using the “Tables of Computed Altitude and Azimuth” the navigator can find 
immediately the altitude angle and azimuth or bearing, which corresponds to his 
assimed latitude and longitude, without having to compute it. His position then can 
be immediately determined by comparing it with the observed data of his actual 
sition and adjusting accordingly. 

The amount of work necessary to prepare these tables is tremendous. Each volume 
of 10 degrees of latitude contains over 260 pages of tables and requires the computa- 
tion of approximately 600,000 spherical angles. To maintain the necessary accuracy, 
"hich is to the nearest tenth of a minute of are in altitude and the nearest tenth of 
degree in azimuth, the preparation of each volume requires over 4,000,000 steps in 
“mputation and checking. 

Approximately 250 WPA workers are employed on the project and are computing 
the tables, using formulae and procedures originated in the Research Division of the 
Hydrographic Office. These men are all former draftsmen, engineers, accountants, 

wMkkeepers and clerks who were in need of employment. 


Link Trainer Improvement—(By Maj. G. J. Crane, Materiel Division, Air Corps— 
dua, of the Wright Field Flying Branch have been enjoying the vagaries of 
kind ated winds as applied to Link _Trainer problems of various classes and 
ke Wintroducer, designed by a Wright Field officer, has been attached to the 
poe rainer and found to be both instructive and useful in conducting classes in 
1 fation and instrument landing problems in which the wind is a factor. This 

ttroducer is extremely simple in construction and can be applied to any Link 
— in five minutes. It gives very complete information regarding instantaneous 

es of air speed and heading, ground speed and track, and wind speed and direction. 





It also gives a complete record of the path of the airplane over the ground, its path 
in the atmosphere, and the path that the wind has taken over the ground. The three 
complete records, or paths, are traced on identical maps after the flight has been com- 
pleted. These maps may be superimposed for inspection of the integrated vectors, or 
they may simply be examined side by side to show the effects of wind on the flight of 
an airplane. 

This simple Wintroducer, upon which any value of wind speed and direction can 
be applied, should be an effective device since its cost will probably be low and it can 
be applied to the conventional Link Trainers in the service without modification to 
them except the loosening and tightening of two screws which hold the handle of 
the course recorder, The value of this device should be quite high not only in teaching 
the fundamental principles of navigation, interception problems, and normal blind 
flight, but also in enabling analysis of special problems connected with instrument 
flying and radio navigation. 


Marine Corps—Maj. Thomas J. Walker, jr., USMC, is the first officer of that service 
to be enrolled as a student in the Army Air Corps Tactical School, Maxwell Field, Ala., 
since the 90 day courses were initiated about 10 months ago. Previously, Marine 
Corps officers had been in attendance at the longer courses, but since initiation of 
the Air Corps expansion program, the students were generally limited to Army 
personnel, Major Walker went to Maxwell Field from Quantico, Va., where he com- 
manded Marine Fighting Squadron No, 1, His organization had just returned from 
two months of maneuvers with the fleet. His unit made an extended flight of 2800 
miles during these exercises from Quantico to the Virgin Islands, most of it was over 
water areas, Overnight stops were made at Jacksonville, Miami, Cuba, Trujillo City 
(San Domingo) and St. Thomas (Virgin Islands), Fifty single engine Grumman 
airplanes participated. 

An estimated 150 second lieutenants will be appointed in the Marine Corps 
during the fiscal year beginning 1 July, as compared with the 135 made this fiscal 
year, it was learned this week. Twenty-five of the new officers will come from gradu- 
ates of the Naval Academy, their names having already been announced and con- 
firmed by the Senate for Marine Corps commissions. It is expected that five other 
officers will be appointed from among the enlisted men of the corps who took examl- 
nations, though this number may vary slightly. The remainder of the appointments, 
about 120 in number, will be made from the Marine Reserves and from honor gradu- 
ates of R. O. T. C. courses. Commissions will be tendered most of the group about 
1 July in order that all the new officers may attend the Basic School at Philadelphia. 

Despite the emergency, there is not expected to be any change in the length of 
the Basic School course.

Reenlistment Allowances—<Although the United States Supreme Court handed down 
a number of decisions on Monday, 20 May, no conclusion was reached concerning the 
Dickerson case, which involves the payment of reenlistment allowances for the fiscal 
years 1938 and 1939. The case is still under advisement by the justices of the court 
but it is considered quite likely that a decision will be made public shortly, possibly 
Monday, 27 May. If the Supreme Court upholds the ruling of the Court of Claims in 
the Dickerson case, then enlisted men otherwise qualified for reenlistment allowances 
for the fiscal years in question will be entitled to payment. If the Supreme Court over- 
rules the lower court the question will be dead and no allowances for those years can 
be granted. 


Navy Shipbuilding—The Navy's shipbuilding program showed appreciable results 
this month. During the period 1 April to 1 May definite stages of completion were 
reached on 11 vessels which had been under construction from a few months to several 
years. Inspection of building reports for the period shows seven vessels commissioned, 
two completed, keel of one laid and one launched. The building program will hit a 
high in June when two of the eight battleships under construction, the Washington 
and North Carolina, first of the 35,000-tonners, will be launched. The Washington will 
glide into the Delaware at Philadelphia Navy Yard on 1 June, while the North 
Carolina is scheduled to be launched 183 June at New York Navy Yard, 

Each of the vessels will be 750 feet in length, have a beam of 108 feet, draught 
of 36 feet. Nine 16-inch guns will be mounted in three turrets, two forward and one 
aft. The secondary battery will consist of twelve 5-inch guns in six turrets, and there 
will be eight 5-inch antiaircraft guns in four turrets, Two catapaults will be mounted. 
The ships will be armored with a 16-inch belt amidships, six inches on the upper deck 
and four inches on the lower deck. Each vessel has a designed speed of 28 knots, but 
is expected to make 30 knots at least. 

The Washington and North Carolina were both ordered 1 Aug. 1987. Keel of the 
North Carolina was laid 27 Oct, 1937 and that of the Washington 14 June 1938, The 
North Carolina is expected to be completed in November 1941, and the Washington 
shortly thereafter. In addition to these two dreadnaughts, there are four other 
35,000-ton battleships on the ways, and two 45,000-ton battleships under construction 
but not yet laid down. 

The aircraft carrier Wasp was commissioned 25 April, leaving one carrier, the 
Ilornet on the ways. Keel of the light cruiser Atlanta was laid 22 April at Federal 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company. Previously keel of the San Diego had been laid 
27 March, so two of the six light cruisers on order are now on the ways. 

No change was reported in status of construction of any of the 14 submarines now 
building. The reconditioned Squalus, now named the USS Sailfish, was placed in 
commission 15 May under command of Lt. Comdr, Morton C. Mumma. Among the 29 
destroyers building, however, several changes in status of construction were noted. 
The O’Brien and Morris, which were placed in commission 2 March and 4 March, re- 
spectively, were officially completed 183 April and 30 April. The Wainwright was 
placed in commission 15 April and the Walke hoisted her flag 27 April. The Meredith, 
on the ways at Boston Navy Yard since 1 June 1939, was launched 24 April. 

The destroyer tender Dixie was commissioned 25 April. Her sister ship, the 
Prairie, launched 9 Dec., is still under construction. Second of the two fleet tugs, the 
Cherokee, was commissioned 26 April. Her sister ship, Seminole, had been placed in 
commission 8 March. 

Other vessels under construction are two minesweepers on the ways; the repair 
ship Vulcan and the submarine tender Fulton, on the ways; the seaplane tender 
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Curtiss, which was launched 20 April, and her sister ship Albermarle, on the ways; 
four small seaplane tenders, two of which have been laid down; the minelayer Terror, 
and the “mosquito” fleet. Work on this latter group is progressing satisfactorily. The 
submarine chaser PC450 was commissioned 6 May, and the other three of the first 
group of that class will soon be launched, PTC1 to PTC12 are on order from Elco 
Works, Electric Boat Company. All of the first eight motor torpedo boats are nearing 
completion and are undergoing tests, and Elco has contract for an additional group, 


PT10 to PT20. 


Medical Department—The station hospital at Ft. Benning, Ga., is rapidly returning 
to normaley after shouldering a heavy burden during the period 45,000 service men 
were on the reservation for maneuvers, To care for the sick of this big force, the 
hospital, designed to provide 364 beds as a maximum, increased its capacity by stages, 
until it had the means of caring for over 1160 sick persons. Upon departure of the 
maneuver units for Louisiana their hospitalized men were left at Ft. Benning. Now 
as they recover, they travel us casuals to rejoin their units. The second train load 
departed last week. With the casuals go groups of medical officers, enlisted assistants 
and army nurses who were sent to Ft. Benning to augment the Ft. Benning hospital 
staff. They are joining the staff of an evacuation hospital which has been established 
at Camp Beauregard for the period of Third Army maneuvers. 

Under the direction of Col. William R. Dear, station surgeon, the Ft. Benning 
hospital started reorganizing for an increasing task last fall. In December, medical 
department enlisted men housed in the large barracks in the hospital area were moved 
into tents, and the barracks was converted into a hospital. In this way, the bed 
capacity of the hospital was about doubled. In January, the several frame buildings 
across from the Ft, Benning post office were converted into a 200 bed hospital annex, 
and in February part of the S3rd Field Artillery was moved out of the newly con- 
structed barracks which it had occupied but a short time before, and the space thus 
obtained became a 339 bed hospital annex. Meanwhile personnel on duty at the 
hospital increased as rapidly as its bed capacity. On 1 Oct. 32 medical officers, 235 
enlisted men, and 28 nurses comprised the hospital staff. By 1 Jan. this personnel 
had been increased to 34 officers, 351 enlisted men, and 42 nurses. On 1 April 57 officers, 
373 enlisted men, and 71 nurses were on duty. By 1 May the number of enlisted men 
had jumped to 576 and the number of nurses had been increasd to 76. 

Fortunately the health of the command was so good, due in part to the active out- 
door life the troops were leading, that the 1160 bed capacity was never filled. The peak 
loud came 20 Feb. when S891 patients were in the hospital. At the time a seasonal 
epidemic of measures, mumps and acute respiratory infections was prevalent on the 
reservition us it was throughout Georgia and most of the southeastern states. On 
1 May, although the entire 1V Corps, consisting of three divisions, had been sending 
its sick to the station hospital for several weeks, the number of patients had dropped 
to 620. A comparison of the number of admissions during the period 1 Jan. 1940 to 
30 April 1940, with the corresponding period in 1939, shows readily the largely increased 
tusk the It. Benning hospital was called upon to perform due to the troop concentra- 
tions. In this four month period in 1939 there were 1617 admissions. In the same 
period in 1940, the number of patients was 7026. 

The surgeon and his entire staff, officer and enlisted, have been highly compli- 
mented by military authorities who have followed closely the work they have done 
in the care of the sick during the large troop concentration. It is pointed out that they 
not only were prepared at all times to give careful attention to each case admitted to 
the hospital, but also they had so organized their facilities that there was always a 
surplus of bed space, ready to meet the unusual demands of an emergency, should there 
have developed an epidemic of large proportions, 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts-—According to orders issued this week, Capt. 
William C. Fite, (SC), now on duty at Mare Island, Calif., Navy Yard, will be de- 
tached from that post next month to become officer in charge of the Navy Purchasing 
Office, San Francisco, Calif. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts this week continued the flood of fuel oil 
contracts, which last week amounted to nearly $6,000,000, During the current week 
17 fuel oil contracts were negotiated, totaling $3,025,000, approximately. Two con- 
tracts—one for $1,115,420.50 and the other for $664,000—accounted for more than 
half of the total. Among the other contracts negotiated by the bureau were three 
for aviation gasoline, aggregating $1,420,739.27, and a lubricating oil contract amount- 
ing to $1,955,940.70, 


Chemical Warfare Service—As a result of tests of the recently standardized “zapon 
type” noncombatant gas mask by the Chemical Warfare Board, a revised model has 
been produced which appears to be a considerable improvement. The new model will 
probably be known as “mask, gas, noncombatant, MI-I-I, and it is estimated that it 
will cost about $2 each to manufacture in quantity production. The mask will be 
provided with an inlet valve at the bottom of the canister and an outlet valve at the 
left point of the jaw on the facepiece. The new canister will be practically identical 
with the original training canister ; the facepiece is to be made of heavy gasproof cloth 
impregnated with synthetic rubber or gasproof plastics of such a nature as to give 
good draping qualities and considerable resistance to penetration by liquid chemical 
agents. Chemical Warfare Service officers state that comparative tests indicate that 
the new mask will be one of the best civilian masks in the world. 

When new educational orders for gas mask production are completed, this country 
will have equipment installed capable of producing well over 1,000,000 gas masks a 
month on a three-shift basis. The gas mask assembly plant at the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Company, Akron, Ohio, has practically been completed, and the 4,000 masks 
called for in the educational order which set up the plant have been delivered. This 
plant has a capacity of 800,000 masks a month. The production facilities at Edgewood 
Arsenal have also been expanded. 

In addition two other educational orders have recently been let which will result 
in the creation of two other assembly plants similar to that at Akron. One will be 
built at Chicago by Johnson and Johnson Company, the other at Fall River, Mass., by 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Company. 

Contract is also being prepared for the construction and operation of a complete 
charcoal plant at Seattle by the Carlisle Lumber Company. This plant, using Douglas 
Fir wood waste as a raw material, will have a daily capacity of five tons of noncocoa- 
nut charcoal, The plant will include a whetlerite unit for treating activated charcoal. 
Small scale plant operations approximating those to be used by the Seattle plant in- 
dicate the charcoal to be produted will be superior to any cocoanut shell charcoal 








tested by the Chemical Warfare Service. The CWS has been anxious to produce 
cocoanut charcoal substitutes because of the possible interruption of the source of 
supply of that commodity in wartime. 

With another expansion in the Army now being prepared for, the Chemical Way. 
fare Service will be compelled to hold new examinations soon in order to establish 
lists of men eligible for promotion to the various noncommissioned grades. The ey. 
amination has not yet been prepared, and no further details are available at this time,

Army Program—In the midst of the hysteria which has swept the country, as q 
result of the lightning victories Germany has won in Europe, it is good to know that 
the Chief of Staff has his feet solidly upon the ground. In the voice of cool, calm reasop, 
General Marshall has presented the defense needs of the Nation to the Congress, He 
has not asked for the impossible, nor has he visualized the transformation of the 
United States into an armed camp. Dispassionately, he has discussed the situation, de. 
scribed our military inadequacies, submitted a program, (which, by the way, was that 
which he and Secretary Woodring sought without success from the Budget Bureau last 
September), and explained the carefully worked out plans of the General Staff for the 
progressive enlargement of the Army to 1,500,000, then 2,000,000 men, and beyond that 
to a higher figure if and as needed. To dispel the notion that he or any one in the Army 
is a militarist, or that there is even in remote contemplation the militarization of the 
United States, he told the Congress : 

“There is no group in America which views the possibilities of war with more 
horror, and consider the large appropriations involved with more reluctance, thay 
do the officers of the General Staff. There is no thought in our minds to seize upon 
the dilemma of this tragic world situation as an opportunity to aggrandize the Army.” 

That is the absolute truth. Moreover, it is common sense. With our military affairs 
in such competent and American hands, the Nation may prepare with the certajp 
knowledge that once we reach the point of sufficient defense, there we will stop. General 
Marshall has no grandiose ideas to cause any citizen the slightest concern. 


Adjutant General’s Department—Stand-by orders have been given to each Corps 
Area commander by the Adjutant General's Department, in preparation for a recruit 
ing drive to add any number of men to the Army provided by Congress. Until the 
types of units are determined and legislative authority is obtained, no actual reeruit- 
ments can be made, but waiting lists can be built up. 

The nine Corps Areas have been asked to make plans to enlist each month 11,29 
men over existing quotas to fill vacancies. The 11.290-man-per-month quota has been 
assigned as follows: Ist, 7th and 9th Corps Area, 945 men each; 6th Corps Area, 
1175 men; 2nd and Sth Corps Areas, 1,415 men: 3rd, 4th and Sth Corps Areas, 1,650 
men each. 

The new tow trucks are now being delivered to recruiting officers, and the trailers 
which will permit recruiting parties to go into every community with ease will be 
delivered beginning about 1 July. Assigmments to recruiting duty have been issued 
to 17 retired officers to date. Since there are 44 Regular officers on this work, the 
recruiting service will have a nucleus of 61 commissioned officers to put the drive 
underway. 


American Cemeteries and Battle Monuments in War Area—Considerable concern is 
being felt regarding the fate of American Military Cemeteries and War Monuments 
in the war areas in northern France. No word has been received here as to what 
damage may have been inflicted in these areas, but a number of important monu 
ments and cemeteries were in the paths of the fighting armies. Although the actual! 
title for these lands is vested in the French government. France has turned over to 
the United States perpetual rights to them without payment of taxes or other charges. 
Considerable care, thought and money has been given to the beautification and main 
tenance of these sites, the work having gone forward for some years under the 
American Battle Monuments Commission of which General John J. Pershing, General 
of the Armies of the United States, is chairman. Capt, Charles G. Holle, CE, USA, is in 
the Paris office of the commission but no word has yet come out regarding these 
American shrines. 

The two largest ones in afflicted area are the cemetery near 
World War Monument north of Bellicourt, A beautiful and impressive memorial t 
commemorate all American units which served with the British Armies in France has 
been constructed north of Bellicourt. The monument is located along the main high 
way running north from St. Quentin. It stands in the center of a small park area. 
Included among the decorative features are the insignia and names of the IT Corps 
27th, 30th, 33rd, and 80th Divisions, and 6th and 11th Engineers. The Somme 
Cemetery near Bony is located about halfway on the road between St. Quentin and 
Cambrai and contains 1,833 graves. The men buried there are mainly those who los! 
their lives serving with the British Armies in France or in the operations of the Firs 
Division with the French Army near the town of Cantigny.

Army Air Corps—To provide suitable insignia for the new flying ratings estab 
lished incident to the reclassification of Air Corps officers, the War Department has 
approved various changes in the wording of paragraph 42, A. R. 600-35, headed 
“Badge, aviation,” these changes being published in Circular No. 31, War Department 

The general device is described as “a device consisting of a pair of wings ¢ 
oxidized silver, 34% inches from tip to tip.” 

Additions to the general device, to denote the various flying ratings, are indicated 
as follows: Pilot—The shield of the United States, without stars in the chief, a 
the center of the wings. Senior Pilot—Same as for Pilot, with the addition of a star, 
\%-inch in diameter, worn 1/16 inch above the shield. Command Pilot Same 4 
for Senior Pilot, with the addition of a wreath encircling the star, Combat Observer” 
The letter “O” at the center of the wings. Technical Observer—The letter “O - 
front of the letter “T’”’ at the center of the wings. Balloon Pilot—A balloon and basket 
at the center of the wings. Senior Balloon Pilot—Same as for Balloont Pilot, with the 
addition of a star, 14-inch in diameter, above the balloon. Balloon Observer The let 
ter “O” in front of a balloon and basket at the center of the wings. 

With less than one year elapsed since the Air Corps inaugurated a ney io 
of pilot training, utilizing civilian schools for primary instruction, officials of tha! 
corps are now faced with the possibility of having to establish an entirely 1 
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to train 7,500 pilots annually in accordance with the new program of the War De- 
partment. It may be possible to retain some features of the civilian system, but even 
if they are kept, secondary instructional facilities will have to be enlarged greatly. 
It is probable that some of the Army’s big fields will have to be devoted entirely 
to instruction. Among the more likely fields mentioned for this purpose are March 
Field, Calif., Barksdale Field, La., Maxwell Field, Ala., and Moffett Field, Calif. 
If these fields are taken over, room will have to be found for existing personnel and 
material located at them. Two of the fields house wing headquarters, 

The entire pilot training program is in a highly unsettled condition, with daily 
conferences being held by Brig. Gen. Jacob E. Fickel, director of training, and his 
advisers, to discover the answers to ten inter-related questions which must all be 
answered, or the program will dvelop bottlenecks which will destroy its value. The 
ten questions over which the Air Corps is puzzling may be stated as: (1) How many 
pilots can be trained annually? (2) How many training planes are available? (3) 
How many more are needed? (4) How many more can be obtained? (5) How many 
advanced training planes are available, needed, obtainable? (6) If the desired num- 
per of pilots can be trained, will combat planes be ready for them? (7) How many 
additional bases are now available for pilot training? (8) Where will personnel and 
materiel at those bases be put? (9) How many additional bases are required? (10) 
What will the additional cost be? 

All that so far has emerged from the maze of calculations is that the present 
program will be continued unchanged until the revised one is put into effect. 

Orders are being issued to move the Base Headquarters and the 19th Air Base 
Squadron, consisting of approximately 4 officers and 250 enlisted men from Hamilton 
Field, Calif., to McChord Field, Wash., for permanent station. This squadron was 
organized at Hamilton Field in February and has been in training at that station 
since its organization. Construction at McChord Field has now progressed sufliciently 
to allow the movement of the unit to its new home station. 

A special train from Langley Field bearing four officers and 350 enlisted men of 
the 29th Bombardment Group (Heavy) and attached Ordnance troops left the group 
barracks at noon 20 May for the permanent station of the group at MacDill Field, 
Tampa, Fla. 

In command of the train was Lt. Col. Vincent J. Meloy, group commander, With 
him on the train were Maj. Melvin B. Asp, group executive, and Maj. William D. Old. 
The train arrived in Tampa at 5 p.m. Tuesday. Thirteen airplanes of the group flew 
to MacDill Field last week. A convoy consisting of all of the motor vehicles of the 20th 
group also left Langley for MacDili. 

The second of five rescue boats being built for the Army Air Corps by the 
Greenport Basin and Construction Company, Long Ishind, N. Y., was launched 18 
May. Mrs. Ross F. Cole, wife of Lt. Col. Ross F. Cole, AC, of Mitchell Field, N. Y., 
was sponsor, and in the traditional manner, christened the vessel the Maj.

Quartermaster Corps—The matter of emergency food supply for our combatant 
forces has been intensively studied for the past several years, As a result of studies 
conducted by the Quartermaster General, at the Subsistence Research Laboratory, 
Chicago Quartermaster Depot, it is proposed to supply a cooked ration to the soldier 
in individual 12 oz. rectangular flat cans, the day's ration to consist of: (1) Two cans 
ofa very edible and palatable well cooked ready to eat meat and vegetable dinner—now 
commercially produced as Beef Stew, Lamb Stew, Lrish Stew, Hamburger with Onion, 
Beef and Noodles, Chicken and Egg Noodles, Pork and Beans, Pork and Sauerkraut, 
Corned Beef Hash, Spaghetti with Meat Balls and Tomato Sauce. (2) One or two 
cans as may be preferred or decided upon—a. Two packages of four cakes each (parch 
ment wrapped) of an improved hard bread (white, rye, whole wheat, Malted wheat), 
b. Two cakes of chocolate, one plain and one with added fig, date raisin and prune, 
both based on the adopted formula of the recent development in the chocolate 
emergency ration, ¢ One cake of soluable coffee (in cellophane) (3 cups) and sugar, 
combined in usable form as a solid cake to aid in packaging. 

The art of canning and progress by allied industries thus affords the Army an 
ideal method of eliminating cooking of bulk perishable rations in gassed or shelled 
areas of the combat zone or in difficult truck or train movements, and this without 
additional weight for the soldier. In fact this ration can be used as a Reserve Ration 
and carried by the soldier in lieu of the World War Reserve Ration, now obsolete, as 
the weight of three cans of new rations just equal the above, 34 oz. The Quartermaster 
can nightly supply the canned rations with a greatly reduced number of vehicles, 
decidedly greater ease and less space of unit distribution, and finally by improvement 
in method of delivery by carrying parties. It will afford a sanitary, gas-proof, key 
opening can of well cooked food, carrying all the vitamins, minerals, calerifie value, 
bulk and roughage as well as regulating foods necessary for high morale and efficient 
well being of the fighting soldier. Three large trucks can haul the full day's ration 
supply for the present triangular Division, One 114-ton truck can haul the full day's 
ration supply for an Infantry regiment, 

Many firms of the food and canning industry have aided in this development, 
using their resources, laboratories and equipment in the endeavor to assist the Army 
in the research necessary to produce commercially the items of this ration, with the 
result that today suflicient lines of production are now in operation to provide im 
mediate supply. Specifications have been drawn for all items, The commercial tirms 
have thus perfected food items for quick and easy meals, The suitability and practi- 
cability of this improved ration for Army use are receiving the attention of officials in 
the present Third Army Mancuvers.

To Expedite Army Program 

The House and Senate Military Affairs 
Committee this week reported favorably 
similar bills which are designed to speed 
the Army’s expansion program, by au- 
thorizing the powers requested by the 
President. 

The bills are identical in object, though 
differing slightly in phraseology. The ef- 
fect of the measures are outlined below 
as set forth in the report of the House 
Military Affairs Committee. 

Munition Plants 

“In order to carry out the President's na- 
tional defense message, under date of May 
16, 1940, the committee report herewith a bill 
which authorizes the appropriation for the 
fiscal year 1941, of such sums as may be neces- 
sary for the building of powder plants and 
impregnation plants, ammunition loading 
plants, warehouses, and all other structures 
and facilities that may be necessary for the 
manufacture, maintenance, and storage of 
military supplies, existing limitations and 
restrictions with respect to such structures 
are suspended until June 1942. 

Air Corps 

“Appropriations are also authorized for the 
fisen] year 1941 for the enlistment of such 
numbers of flying cadets as are necessary, 
but the average number shall not exeeed &,- 
nO, and in addition an average of 6,000 Air 
Corps Reserve officers, irrespective of grade, 
are authorized to be ordered to extended ac- 
tive duty. 

“The provisions of the existing law which 
places a limit of 6,000 on the number of planes, 
ete., with which the Air Corps may be equip 
ped and maintained are likewise suspended 
during the fiscal year 1941. 

President's Emergency Fund 

“In his message the President requested, 
for national defense purposes, for expendi 
ture by him, a total of $200,000,000—$100,000, 
000 of which is to be in the form of contract 
authorizations, Of this $200,000,000, $132,000, 
00 is to be available for the Army and &$6s,- 
000,000 for the Navy. The portion available 
for the Army is authorized in this bill, 

Report to Congress 

“The bill requires an account to be kept 
of all expenditures made or authorized under 
the bill, and a report of such expenditures 
and all contracts are therefore to be submit- 
ted to Congress at the beginning of each ses- 
sion, subsequent to the third session of the 
Seventy-sixth Congress. 

“For the information of the Members of 
the House, the following statutes are tem- 
porarily suspended by the provisions of this 
bill: 

“The first proviso suspends the provision 
of Revised Statutes 1136, which prohibits the 
construction of permanent buildings and 
structures unless detailed estimates shall have 
been previously submitted to Congress and 
approved by a special appropriation for the 
same, and which prohibits the erection of 
buildings or structures of a permanent na- 
ture, the cost of which shall exceed $20,000, 
unless by special authority of Congress. 

“The second provisio suspends: 

“(a) That part of section 12a, National De- 
fense Act, as amended by the act of July 2, 
1926 (44 Stat. 780), which limits the numbers 
of flying cadets in the Air Corps to 2.500, and 
increases the limit to 8,500 and (b) section 1 of 
the act of August 30, 1935, as amended by 
section 5 of the act of April 3, 1989 (Publie, 
No, 18, 76th Cong.), insofar as it limits the 
number of Air Corps Reserve officers who 
may be ordered to extended active duty with 
the Regular Army, and provides that 6,000 
such officers may be ordered to extended ac- 
tive duty. 

“The third proviso suspends section 1, act 
of April 3, 1939 (Public, No. 18, 76th Cong.), 
insofar as it limits the authorized number 
of serviceable airplanes, airships, and free 
and captive balloons with which the Air Corps 
is authorized to be equipped and maintained. 

“The fourth proviso suspends chapters 12 
and 13, title 5, United States Code, relating 
to the classified civil service, insofar as they 
restrict the employment of civilian employees 
by the War Department at the seat of Gov 
ernment or elsewhere. Insofar as employment 
at the seat of Government is concerned, it 
also suspends the act of August 5, 1882 (22 
Stat. 255; 5 U0. 8. C. 46), which provides that no 
employee shall be employed at the seat of the 
Government or be paid from any appropria- 
tion unless such employment is authorized 
and payment therefor provided in the law 
granting the appropriation, 

“The fifth proviso suspends the provisions 
of law prohibiting the removal of civil ser- 
vice employees except for cause, and after 
extensive procedural requirements have been 





met, when approved by the Secretary of War. 

“The sixth proviso suspends all existing 
statutory limitations on enlisted strength in 
the various branches of the Regular Army, 
subject, however, to the maximum aggregate 
enlisted strength of 280,000." 


USMC ’s Garand Rifles 

President Roosevelt this week asked 
Congress to continue available $693,960 
which was appropriated in the 1940 Naval 
Appropriation Act and the Emergency 
Supplemental Appropriation Act for the 
purchase of Garand semi-automatie rifles 
until 30 June, 1941. The original appro- 
priation language required the obligation 
of this fund by 30 June, 1940. 

In explaining the necessity for the ex- 
tension of time the President stated : 

The two appropriation acts above cited in- 
cluded a total of $702,000 for the procurement 
of Garand M1 rifles for the Marine Corps, of 
which amount $8,040 has been obligated to 
date for the purpose, leaving $693,960 un- 
obligated therefor, due to the fact that the 
Navy Department has delayed the further 
procurement of these rifles pending final 
determination by the War Department as to 
the adoption of this rifle for Infantry troops. 
The above-proposed provision is necessary to 
continue the availability of the funds through 
the fiscal year 1941 so as to permit the pro- 
curement of the rifles, which are necessary 
toward the proper equipment of Marine Corps 
troops. 








Air Reserve Officers 

Senator Chan Gurney, of S. D., this 
week introduced a bill, S. 4014, which is 
designed to create within the Army Air 
Corps a group to be designated as flight 
officers. This group would be drawn from 
Reserve officers now serving on extended 
active duty with the Army Air Corps who 
are over-age for initial commission in 
the Army. 

The text of the measure introduced by 
Senator Gurney is as follows: 

Be it enacted by ete. That a separate com- 
mission be authorized for the Regular Army 
Air Corps for the purpose of inducting on a 
commission status those Reserve officer pilots 
who are serving on extended active duty with 
the Army Air Corps, who are not eligible 
through age or physical waiver for a com 
mission as second lieutenant, Regular Army 
Air Corps, and other existing regulations, 
who are graduates of the Army Air Corps 
Training Center who have a minimum of one 
thousand flying hours in military aircraft as 
pilot, such commission in the Regular Army 
Air Corps to be designated “flight officer,” such 
commission to consist of three separate grades 
as follows: Junior flight officer, flight officer, 
and senior flight officer. The rank, pay, fly- 
ing pay, and allowances of a junior flight 
officer shall be equal of a second lieutenant, 
Air Corps, United States Army; the rank, 
pay, flying pay, and allowances of a flight 
officer shall be equal of a first lieutenant, Air 
Corps, United States Army; and the rank, 
pay, flying pay, and allowances of a senior 
flight officer shall be equal of a eaptain, Air 
Corps, United States Army. Junior flight 
officers will be promoted automatically to 
flight officers within and not to exceed three 
years’ satisfactory active service performed 
after graduation from the Air Corps Training 
Center; flight officers to be promoted auto 
matically to senior flight officers within and 
not to exceed ten years’ satisfactory active 
service after graduation from the Air Corps 
Training Center, Those officers who are com- 
missioned in, or to be commissioned into the 
Air Corps, United States Army, as flight offi 
cers of the three grades indicated, shall be 
given constructive service for all duties served 
by them as Reserve officers, serving as such 
in the Air Corps after graduation from the 
Air Corps Training Center: Provided, That 
this constructive service will count to the 
credit of such Reserve officers for pay 


purposes, longevity-flying pay, retirement, 
and rank, except this commission will not 
affect the promotion list of the Permanent 


Establishment as it now exists, but will he 
a separate promotion list: the uniforms and 
insignia of the flight-officer grades will be 
the same as that of the second lieutenant, 
first lieutenant, and captain, United States 
Army, Air Corps, or as the War Department 
may prescribe: Provided further, That the 
status of a flight officer shall be the same with 
respect to command, accountability, respon- 
sibility, and privileges in the same manner 
and to the same extent as that of officers of 
equal grade in the Regular Establishment: 
Provided further, That at the end of seventeen 
years’ service senior flight officers will re- 
ceive the pay, privileges, allowances, and the 
emoluments equal to that of a major, Air 
Corps, United States Army, the grade, how- 
ever, to be not increased. No further increase 
in pay seale shall be allowed this commis- 
sion except longevity or except as Congress 
may provide. The commissioned personnel 
of the flight-officers grade shall receive retire- 
ment and disability equal of the grade in 
which serving at time of disability or retire- 





ment, and such retirement may become ef 
fective at the discretion of the Secretary og 
War when the flight-officer personnel cop 
cerned can no longer be reasonably expected 
the physical examination (sixty. 
flight duty, except when having

case retirement or disability will be on the 
basis equal of a major, Air Corps, United 
States Army. The pay, allowances, traye}

Increase Air Industry 


John UH, Jouett, president of the Aero. 
nautical Chamber of Commerce of Amer- 


ica, trade association of the aircraft 
manufacturing industry in the United 


States, issued a statement this week jp 
which he said: 

“Fortunately, the entire industry is ip 
the best possible position to undertake 
this expansion in an orderly manner, Of 
our 45 airplane plants, 25 already are 
working on military orders. The rearma- 
ment program started last year and quan- 
tity orders from the Allies during the last 
several months have developed our pro- 
duction capacity and so changed manu- 
facturing technique that further expan- 
sion is relatively a simple matter, In other 
words, we have had nearly a year's ex- 
perience in expanding production. 

“From preliminary studies, the program 
outlined in the President’s message would 
seem to involve slightly more than a 
threefold increase in the number of em- 
ployees with the plants working on a full 
shift basis; at the same time tripling the 
floor space of the airplane manufactur 
ing plants and doubling the floor space of 
the engine plants. It should be realized 
that normal peacetime procedure in Goy- 
ernment procurement of aircraft equip- 
ment must be somewhat modified in order 
to speed up production. Certain depart 
mental interpretations of existing laws 
probably will have to be changed in or 
der to develop the subcontracting system 
to the fullest possible extent.” 





Radio and the Americas 

In radio, science has given the twentieth 
century miracle which provides the means 
of uniting the far-flung lands of the New 
World, Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, USA- 
Ret., chairman of the Board, Radio 
Corporation of America, told delegates at- 
tending the recent Eighth American 
Scientific Congress in Washington. 

“Radio,” General Harbord declared, 
“makes it possible for us to speak a con 
mon language of mutual friendship and 
understanding. The listener to an inter 
national broadcast hears his own tongue 
spoken from a far-off land which, he 
realizes, ordinarily speaks another !al- 
guage.” He continued: 

“It should be observed that no sharp dis 
tinction can be drawn between the commercial 
and the cultural relations promoted by com 
munication between North and South and 
Central America, Economie and cultural 10 
fluences overlap and interact everywhere ! 
determining the social relationships betwee! 
our peoples. ™ 

“In fact, I believe that friendly commerela! 
relations do even more than cultural exchanges 
to encourage understanding between nations 
Commerce seems to transcend all differences 
in point of view, religion, language, historical 
background, or political philosophy.”

Acting Secretary of the Navy Lews 
Compton this week addressed a letter 
the Naval Establishment on the subject 
of expediting National Defense. The let- 
ter, sent to the Commandants of all Naval 
Districts, Commandants and Command:

Fleet Exercises, it was pointed out at the 
Navy Department, the shore based naval 
aircraft have shown their worth to the 
Fleet by long-range scouting expeditions, 
by locating the enemy vessels and keep- 
ing their own commander-in-chief in- 
formed of their movements and by bomb- 
ing when such is deemed advisable, 

The bills in process of enaction were 
approved by the President after a series 
of conferences with Navy and Congres- 
sional leaders, and were introduced by 
Senator David 1. Walsh, Chairman of the 
Senate Naval Committee, and Represen- 
tative Carl Vinson, Chairman of the 
House Naval Committee. In a joint state- 
ment, the chairmen said “resident 
Roosevelt desires it to be understood that 
this program is not in its entirety to be 
undertaken at once, but as one looking 
toward the future.” 

The bills provide authorization for not 
less than 10,000 useful naval airplanes, in- 
cluding 850 planes for the Naval Reserve, 
and for not less than 48 useful non-rigid 
lighter-than-air craft. 

The President would be authorized to 
provide training facilities for 16,000 naval 
aviators and enlisted pilots. 

The Secretary of the Navy would be 
authorized to establish, develop or in- 
crease naval aviation facilities ashore at 
20 strategic localities, with buildings and 
accessories, at a total cost of not more 
than $124,132,000. 

Location of these bases, and the amount 
to be expended at each, is as follows, 
(this is in addition to any funds allocated 
these projects under the $65,000,000 ap- 
propriation last year to effectuate the rec- 
ommendations of the Hepburn Board.) :

Stark Testifies 

The House hearings opened with Ad- 
miral Harold R, Stark, Chief of Naval 
Operations, as the first witness. He told 
the Committee that “We have in the 
world today classic examples of the lack 
of preparedness and readiness which are 
being borne home to every thinking man 
and woman. The importance of time, 
which I stressed when last before this 
committee and which every student of 
war appreciates, has also been brought 
home to us, as it has to those in their life 
and death struggle, and where in some 
cases there has already been written ‘too 
late.’” 

He continued: 

“We have been prone to criticise others, 
feeling that somehow or other we have been 
sitting over here in comparative security. 
That feeling too has been given some rude 
jolts in recent weeks and I believe that wish- 
ful thinking is finally being replaced by con- 
sideration of cold facts and the necessity that 
we ourselves take immediate steps towards 
greater preparedness in order that we too may 


not some day write ‘too late.” The word 
‘Speed’ has taken on new significance. 
“The thought ‘it can't happen here’ has 


brought realization to the fact that ‘it could 
happen here’ unless we are determined to 
take vigorous steps for its prevention, and to 
take them immediately. 

“We can put our trust only in ourselves 
and it is self evident we must be strong, 
both within and without, to have any real 
sense of security. 

“Nations desiring peace must be stronger 
than those desiring war. 

“There is nothing new in this. The pity is: 
that it has taken so long for peacefully in- 
clined nations to come to this realization. 
The handicap to a Navy engaged in continu- 
ous war operations at sea, of an inadequate 
naval air arm, has received, and continues to 
receive, tragic demonstration, The indispens- 
ability of Naval aircraft constructed for, 
trained for, and organized for prompt and 
continuous action at sea with ships, and 
against ships and aircraft has challenged the 
attention of all. 

“The strength of the air forces of foreign 
powers has been and is being enormously ex- 
panded in spite of war attrition. While it is 
firmly held that the airplane has not dis- 





placed and will not displace any existing 
types of naval vessels, yet in light of the ex- 
pansions referred to and particularly in view 
of the magnitude of the task which confronts 
our Naval Aviation, an immediate and ex- 
tensive increase in the strength of that arm 
is considered of vital urgency.” 

Air vs. Seapower 

At the conclusion of Admiral Stark's 
statement, quoted in part above, Repre- 
sentative Melvin Maas, of Minn., declared 
that “All present surface craft are in- 
capable of resisting air attack.” Admiral 
Stark denied this, but Mr. Maas coun- 
tered with the query “Why are our ships 
different than the British?’ Admiral 
Stark stated that thus far the British 
have lost only three vessels, destroyers, 
by air bombing. He commented that an 
unusual situation has existed and that 
the British have had “to stick their heads 
in a hornet’s nest.” 

The committee then fell into a discus- 
sion as to whether or not a surface fleet 
can blockade a nation with great aerial 
strength. Despite a vigorous statement by 
Mr. Maas that air strength is eliminating 
the superiority heretofore resting * with 
great navies, with an added comment 
that “In ten years no nation will be build- 
ing battleships,” Admiral Stark and com- 
mittee members reiterated the need for a 
powerful surface Navy, pointing out the 
great amount of material and the long 
reaches that an invading force would have 
to come to attack the United States. Rep- 
resentative Vinson told his committee 
that “We must be invincible on land, in 
the air, on the sea and under the sea,” and 
assured that a balanced program in all 
of these respects is being rushed to com- 
pletion, 

Training and Personnel 

Rear Adm. John H. Towers, Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, took the stand 
and told the committee that 10,000 planes 
represents the figure the Navy will need 
at the outbreak of war. He said that the 
Navy will not ask immediate appropria- 
tions for these planes, but will concen- 
trate on expanding training facilities and 
schooling pilots for the expanded air arm. 
Ile stated that the immediate demand is 
for training planes, which the industry 
can easily and quickly supply, The train- 
ing program involves several phases, he 
said. The Pensacola air station will be ex- 
panded and used almost exclusively for 
primary work, the Jacksonville base, un- 
der construction as an operating base, 
will be used as an advanced training 
base, and the existing facilities at Miami 
will be expanded greatly for use as an 
advanced training base. Meanwhile, work 
will be pushed on the construction of an 
installation comparable to Pensacola at 
Corpus Christi, Tex., although structures 
will be of a temporary character. 

He said that at the beginning of the 
fiscal year 1940, the Navy was training 
100 pilots per month, but that beginning 
next month this out-put will be stepped 
up to 150, When the Pensacola, Jackson- 
ville, Miami and Corpus Christi bases are 
operating at capacity, he stated that the 
Navy would be producing 550 pilots per 
month. He said that without the Corpus 
Christi base the Navy could train 350 
pilots per month, operating the other 
three bases, predicated on a 7 month 
training period. Representative Maas at- 
tacked the shortened training period, de- 
claring that it does not provide a well 
rounded schooling. Admiral Towers de- 
fended the abbreviated training period 
as necessary in view of the time element. 

Admiral Towers said that it will take 
till January, 1941, to obtain an output of 
850 pilots per month. He said that the 
Navy shifted to the shortened training 
period last fall when it saw the emer- 
gency approaching at rapid speed. 

Personnel 

Representative Vinson inquired of Ad- 
miral Towers what steps are being taken 
to make it attractive for qualified men to 
lindergo flight training. He said that none 
have been taken thus far, but that he 
believes that provision will have to be 
made for the induction into the line of 
the Navy of a large number of the pilots 
to be obtained under the program. He ad- 
vocated the adoption of methods pre- 
scribed in the report of the Horn avia- 
tion board. At this point, Representative 
Vinson declared that the report of the 
Horn board is one of the finest reports 
ever presented by a Navy board, 





Representative Maas declared that the 
only solution is legislation which will 
provide ample opportunity for commis- 
sions in the Navy for the pilots being 
taken in. Representative Vinson agreed 
that this is essential to a proper develop- 
ment of the Naval Air Arm. Mr. Maas 
stated that in his opinion it is necessary 
that aviation assume a separate and dis- 
tinct organization within the Navy. In 
this connection, Chairman James 4G. 
Scrugham, Chairman of the Naval Sub- 
committee of the House Appropriations 
Committee, who called his group together 
late this week to consider additions made 
by the Senate to the Naval supply bill, de- 
clared that he is convinced that some sort 
of air organization, comparable in admin- 
istrative procedure to the Marine Corps, 
is necessary for the air arm and stated 
that he will pursue this line of thought 
with Navy officials. 

Bill Asked 

Representative Vinson directed the 
Navy Department to draw up and submit 
a bill providing for the induction of the 
best qualified of the incoming aviators 
into the line of the Navy. Those not se- 
lected for permanent commission would 
be commissioned in the Naval Reserve, 
Mr. Vinson stated. 

To care for the Reservists who will be 
placed on an inactive duty stat, the 
Navy proposes to enlarge existing reserve 
bases and establish seven additional ones. 

Various estimates within the commit- 
tee, and particularly the estimate of Mr. 
Maas, looked toward the commissioning 
of up to 6,000 aviators in the line of the 
Navy. 

Time Element 

Representative Vinson asked Admiral 
Towers for an estimate on the shortest 
time in which 16,000 pilots could be made 
available, and was informed that at the 
least it would take four years. Despite 
Mr. Vinson’s urging that a shorter time 
be set, Admiral Towers was adamant in 
his statement that four years are re- 
quired, Mr. Vinson asked “If all means 
were available, could this be done in two 
years.” Admiral Towers replied “impossi- 
ble.” Mr. Vinson asked if the Navy has 
personnel available to train the incom- 
ing pilots. Admiral Towers stated “We 
fear that we will have to call on operat- 
ing units for instructors.” Representa- 
tive Vinson asked whether or not Reserve 
pilots are available, and Admiral Towers 
said that unless there is a much greater 
emergency, warranting the disruption of 
commercial aviation in which reserve 
pilots are engaged, there are not enough 
reserve pilots available. Admiral Towers 
estimated that 6,600 pilots will be neéded 
for operation with vessels of the fleet, 
with the balance assigned to operations 
with the fleet but having home bases 
ashore, Representative Vinson stated 
that there should be an increase in en- 
listed pilots and Mr. Maas reiterated that 
he wants a large number of the new pilots 
commissioned. He stated that the United 
States, because of its strategic situation, 
needs the largest air force of any nation 
in the world. Admiral Towers stated that 
the solution, as he sees it, is to commis- 
sion a good percentage of the pilots into 
the Navy, with a substantial bonus for 
the balance who return to the reserve. 

Representative Maas pointed out that 
estimates had been given the committee 
that under the extension of active duty 
plan passed by Congress last year 60 to 
70 percent of the aviation cadets or Re- 
serve Officers would remain on active 
duty. He said that this percentage has 
proven very erroneous and that the per- 
centage is considerably smaller. Admiral 
Towers agreed. 

Marine Corps 

Mr. Maas asked how much of the in- 
crease will go to the Marine Corps. He 
was informed that 558 pilots and 466 
planes are projected. He stated that this 
number is much too small considering the 
mission of the Marine Corps, Admiral 
Towers said that in this connection a very 
unusual situation had come about in 
which the Marine Corps has requested a 
smaller number than the Navy deems 
necessary. Representative Maas replied 
that the Marine Corps recommendations 
reflect the views of the ranking officers 
rather than the Corps as a whole. He de- 
scribed the function of the Marine Corps 
in taking and holding advanced Naval 





bases as one of the primary defense needs, 
He further stated that, in event of emer. 
gency, the Marine Corps will have to go 
with what it has on hand and will be up. 
able to await increases. Admiral Towers 
agreed, 
Guam 
During the hearing the question of the 
fortification of Guam was raised by Rep. 
resentative Church, of Ill Admiral Stark 
said that there is no request at this time 
for such fortification. Mr. Vinson stated 
that the reason Guam was not brought up 
again was because of an understanding 
in the House that no legislation defeated 
once ina session can be again brought tg 
the floor. It was emphasized that thig jg 
the only reason for dropping the item at 
this time. Representative Church sgai@ 
that he is anxious to know how the forti- 
fication of the Pacific island can contrib. 
ute to the defense of the great streteles 
of America lying between the two great 
coastal mountain chains. Admiral Stark 
replied, “If I did not think the fortifiea. 
tion of Guam would contribute to the pro 
tection of the people lying between the 
mountains I would not have come before 
Congress to advocate it.” 
Azores 
In response to a query as to the stra- 
tegic importance of the Azores, Admiral 
Towers said that any defense positions 
lving across a projected attack route are 
available, but that the topography of the 
Azores does not lend itself particularly 
well to air operations. Ile pointed out that 
commercial aviation across the Atlantic 
is sometimes delayed by the unavail- 
ability of the Azores as a stopping point. 
Planes 
Admiral Towers said that the Navy 
plans to procure SOS training planes ip 
1941, 1,000 training planes in 142, which, 
added to the 500 now on hand, will give 
the Navy the 2,300 planes needed to com 
plete the 16,000 pilot program. 
Senate Hearing 
On Thursday, 283 May, the Senate Naval 
Committee heard Capt. M. A. Mitscher, 
Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Aero 
nautics, present the expansion program. 
He said that at present, in all categories, 
the Navy and Marine Corps have 2,958 
pilots on active duty, with 1,176 addi- 
tional pilots in various stages of training. 
Captain Mitscher proposed that two 
reserve bases be developed to provide 
training equal to that furnished at Pen 
sacola and projected at Corpus Christi, 
He stated that there are 417 Reserve 
Naval aviators on inactive duty who could 
be called up in event of dire national 
emergency. He said that the procurement 
of numbers of graduates of the Civil 
Aeronautics training program for ad 
vanced training at Pensacola might com 
tribute greatly to the expansion.

In his address Mr. Snyder said: 

“fam happy to report from my personal ob- 
ervations that our Regular Army units con- 
veptrated in Louisiana and Texas have been 
wking full advantage of the opportunity af- 
forded by recent appropriations by this Con 
gress to improve their skill in the technique 
of modern warfare, employing modern 
weapons and equipment. 

“It was a great satisfaction to see the va 
rious units in operation, under competent 
ommanders, many of whom started their 
wilitary careers as private soldiers and rose 
wo the grade of general officer through out 
eanding ability. I talked to officers and en- 
listed men of all grades and ranks, from Gen

“In the battle the soldiers played their 
prt seriously and in a businesslike way. 
During the height of the maneuvers I rode 


through the entire area; and although 70,000 
troops were engaged, I seldom saw anyone 
noving in the open. Looking closely, how- 
wer, one occasionally could distinguish men 
hidden in woods or brush with machine guns 
wd antitank weapons carefully camouflaged 
neommanding positions, The artillery was 
skillfully concealed in suitable locations for 
the support of the infantry. Command posts 
wuld be found by the uninitiated only with 
the aid of signs and guides. Such movement 
om roads as was necessary, particularly in 
connection with supply and displacement, 
was effected with extended distances between 
vhieles, thus reducing their vulnerability to 
hostile air operations.

Our 
troops found that an effective defense could 
he organized by employing 75-millimeter 
guns, 37-millimeter antitank guns, and 50 
ciliber machine guns at critical points on the 
terrain, Of interest in this connection was 
the adoption of a similar defense by the 
French to delay the German mechanized 
forces,

Civilian Pilot Training 

Army and Navy officers, representatives 
of the Civil Aeronautics Authority and 
civilian aeronautical experts called a day- 
long meeting in Washington this morn- 
ing to discuss means of carrying out the 
suggestion of Col. Frank Knox, Chicago 
publisher and Republican leader, that a 
series of “Plattsburg’s” be established for 
the preliminary training of airplane 
pilots. 

Colonel Knox had outlined his plan to 
War Department officials who expressed 
approval of its general aspects. Details 
are still to be settled, including the num- 
ber and capacity of camps to be estab- 
lished, their control and program of train- 
ing, and method of financing. 








U. S. Interest in Greenland 

Apparently the United States has taken 
over the responsibility of preventing 
Greenland from being used as a subma- 
rine and airplane base, The Coast Guard 
Cutter Comanche, conveyed to the capi- 
tal of the islands the American Consul 
who will represent our interests in that 
island. The Cutter Chelan has gone to 
Greehland waters ostensibly on ice pa- 
trol duty. The Cutter Campbell is being 
fitted out in New York for Greenland ser- 
vice. Thus three vessels of the Coast 
Guard will be watching the island and if 
they notice any submarine or plane ac- 
tivity will inform Washington. 

It will be recalled that the President 
recently announced that this government 
considered Greenland as within the 
sphere of the Monroe Doctrine. The 
United States also is a party to the 
‘anauma agreement establishing a so- 
called three hundred-mile American 
“safety zone.” In view of these facts, it 
is regarded as significant that the Coast 
Guard has dispatched vessels to Green- 
land or its vicinity especially when it is 
known that the action is in accordance 
with the State Department policy.

Naval Reorganization 

The efforts by Congress to simplify and 
give cohesion to the Naval expansion pro- 
gram were speeded this week as the Sen- 
ate Naval Affairs Committee reported 
favorably a bill S. 4026 providing for the 
consolidation of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair and the Bureau of En- 
gineering into a Bureau of Ships, the 
creation of the post of Under Secretary 
of the Navy and for more comprehensive 
powers for the Office of the Chief of 
Naval Operations, 

A bill designed to consolidate the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair and the 
Bureau of Kngineering is now on the 
Hlouse calendar, but this measure does 
not provide for an Undersecretary of the 
Navy or for enlarged powers for the Of 
fice of Naval Operations. The House Com 
mittee, when considering the measure, 
rejected both proposals, 


Officer’s Extra Mount Bill 

An objection by Representative Scha- 
fer, of Wise., this week prevented con- 
sideration by the House of the bill HR 
D478, which would authorize the Govern- 
ment to provide maintenance and trans- 
portation for an additional mount for all 
mounted officers of the Army. The 
measure, however, remains on the House 
calendar and wiil be called up at a later 
date.

Naval Appropriations 


After less than ninety minutes debate, 
the United States Senate on Thursday, 
24 May, unanimously passed the 1941 
Naval Appropriation bill, totaling $1,473,- 
756,728. 

Even as the Senate passed the measure, 
Representative James G. Scrugham, 
Chairman of the Naval Subcommittee of 
the House Appropriations Committee, 
called his group together to hear Rear 
Adm. J. H. Towers, Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, explain the aviation in- 
creases, 

Following Admiral Towers’ testimony 
of Thursday, the group yesterday heard 
testimony on the industrial phases of the 
expansion from Naval experts. On Mon- 
day, 27 May, Mr. Scrugham plans to have 
Adm, Harold R. Stark, Chief of Naval 
Operations, go over the broad aspects of 
the Senate increases. These Senate in- 
creases provide funds to pay for the 
Navy's expansion as outlined in the Pres- 
ident’s recent national defense message. 
Mr. Scrugham stated that he is convinced 
the aeronautical and industrial phases of 
the program are by far the most impor- 
tant and is determined that in material, 
personnel and organization these major 
phases receive the attention they deserve. 
Ile said that he believes that his commit- 
tee will make little change, if any, in the 
Senate figures. 

The increases provided by the Senate to 
meet the President’s new program 
amounted to $250,000,000, and, in addi- 
tion, the upper house included $100,000,- 
coo in contractual authority for addi- 
tional planes and pilot training and $54,- 
776,000 in cash for an addition of a total 
of 25,000 naval enlisted personnel and 9,- 
OOO additional Marines, together with 
funds for modernization of the battle- 
ships New York, Texas and Arkansas (in- 
creasing maximum elevation of main 
urmament). 

The $100,000,000 in contractual author- 
ity will be used mainly for the purchase 
of training planes and the development 
and expansion. The Senate included in 
the bill $68,000,000, half in cash and half 
in contractual authority, for the Presi- 
dent to expend as he sees fit. An added 
appropriation of $100,000,000 to speed-up 
the shipbuilding program and $50,000,000 
for the following urgent national defense 
items complete the major phases of the 
increase :

Alien Enlisted Men 


The House of Representatives this 
week passed the bill HR 9158, which is 
designed to afford additional opportunity 
for alien enlisted men of the United 
States to perfect their citizenship, Brief- 
ly, the bill provides that men enlisted for 
uny period subsequent to 30 June, 1937, 
who have made valid application for citi 
zenship or who can produce evidence of 
his eligibility to become a citizen with 
out prior formal declaration, who will 
agree to complete his naturalization 
without unnecessary delay, shall have up 
to and Including 30 June, 1943 to do so, 

The bill also provides that hereafter, 
service in the Regular Army shall be 
credited for purposes of legal residence, 
regardless of the legality or illegality of 
entrance into the United States and such 
service shall be counted for naturaliza 
tion purposes,

Construction Corps 
Amalgamation 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably the bill 8. 
4027, which provides for the consolida- 
tion of the Construction Corps, the HDO’s 
and the AKDO's into one extra number 
engineering group in the line of the Navy. 
The bill is identical with one reported by 
the House Naval Affairs Committee and 
now pending on the House Calendar, 

In reporting the bill, the Senate Com- 
mittee stated: 

“The bill unites the two groups of officers 
by transferring those now on the active list 
of the Construction Corps to the line of the 
Navy and then designating them for engi- 
necring duty only, They will therefore have 
the same status of the officers now assigned 
to engineering duty only. 

“Greater conservation of these technically 
trained officers will result from the enactment 
of this bill, the nature of their duties and 
organization being such that there is no need 
to retire them in the percentages for line of- 


fivers not designated for engineering duty 
only. This conservation is effected in two 
ways: 


“1. These officers are additional numbers in 
grade and except on promotion to rear 
admiral they do not fill vacancies when pro- 
moted, and they can be promoted in such 
numbers and percentages as their compara- 
tive fitness with their contemporary line of- 
ficers permits, 

“2. Captains who have twice failed of se- 
lection to the grade of rear admiral may be 
retained on the active list until age 61. The 
normal retiring age of similar captains not 
restricted to engineering duty is 57, 

“The conclusion was reached during the 
study of the proposed amalgamation that it 
would be better to transfer the personnel of 
the present Construction Corps to the line in 
aun engineering-duty-only status and to pro- 
vide personnel principles for all engineering 
groups in the line, The guiding principles 
governing this study were; 

“(1) A resonable flow of the best-fitted of- 


the 





ficers to the senior grades in sufficient num- 
bers to occupy the important and responsible 
administrative and technical positions in the 
various engineering groups. This will pre 
vent these groups from becoming top-heavy, 
with excessive numbers in the upper grades. 

“(2) For the conservation of officers who 
fail of selection as best fitted by providing 
for their eligibility for adjudgment as fitted 
for promotion and retention so that their 
services can be utilized to the maximum ex 
tent compatible with the best interests of the 
service, 

“(3) Sufficient elimination after the prin- 
ciple of conservation has been effected in 
order to insure a reasonable flow of younger 
officers into the groups. Unless this is pro 
vided the groups become stagnated, with no 
influx at the bottom and with excessive num 
bers in the higher ranks. 

“In addition to these principles, it must be 
constantly borne in mind that the officers of 
the Navy consist of the regular line officers 
and a number of Staff Corps and engineering 
groups, among which there must be estab 
lished a balance in promotion opportunity 
and security, in order that the entire officer 


list may be harmoniously maintained, This 
bill, as previously stated, abolishes one of 
these corps. A study of the entire situation 


made by a board appointed for that purpose 
in 1939, pursuant to the request of the Con 
gress, was inconclusive, and further study 
of the problems involved is anticipated in 
order that the principles followed in the en 
actment of the Line Personnel Act of 1938S 
may be properly applied to the Staff Corps.” 

Details of the measure were printed in 
the Army AND Navy JouRNAL of 20 April, 
and 11 May, respectively, on pages 778 
and 861, 





The War in Europe 

With a fierceness and rapidity un- 
equalled in history, the German Armies 
in northern France and Begium this week 
drove a wedge between the French Armies 
and the British and Belgium forces near 
the channel ports. Fighting desperately 
Allied troops unsuccessfully, at- 
tempted to cut the German line in the 
Cambrai sector, but seemed to be making 
some progress in the region around 
Amiens. 

Thus barely two weeks after entering 
the Netherlands, the German forces have 
taken Holland, overrun a large portion of 
Belgium, subjugating Brussels, reduced 
the powerful fortresses around Liege, 
swollen a bulge below the channel ports 
and run a long knife-like wedge from the 
center of the bulge to Abbeville (where 
General Pershing made his historic stand 
for an integral American Army in 
France), and started a squeeze play on 


the trapped forces along the English 
channel. 
So swift and eflicient has been the 


movement of the Germans that the Allies 
seem to have been forced into the trap 
before they comprehended the scope and 
intentions of the Reich's plans. Having 
taken the strategic areas of Norway from 
which northern IEnglish and Scottish 
ports and bases could be bombed, the next 
move was to secure submarine and air 
bases on the channel from whence south- 
ern Britain could be attacked. 

Sweeping into Holland on the 10th of 
May, that little nation was defeated in 
five days. On into Belgium the German 
machine rolled. Whether this was to pro- 
tect its Netherlands conquest or a con- 
tinuing campaign apparently was not un- 
derstood by the Allies. While this action 
flamed, reports sponsored in Berlin gave 
out the idea that the old World War plan 
of swinging the right wing around to en- 
velop Paris was to be executed and for a 
while fear spread that the French capital 
was the objective. Instead, the Germans 
carried out what now seems to have been 
their intention from the first, and swung 
their left wing forward, breaking the 
“elbow” of the Maginot line, pushing out 


the big bulge and then the knife-like 
thrust to the sea. 
Much of the terrain over which the 


fighting has progressed has been ideal for 
the operation of the German motorized 
and mechanized columns. Further south 
toward Paris the land becomes more roll- 
ing and less favorable. The huge German 
tanks, estimated to be about 70 tons each, 
lumbered forward. It is stated that these 
land battleships carry five 77-mm. guns 
each and are so heavily armored that the 
French 75’s are required in large num- 
bers to stop them.

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The industrial preparedness program, 
which the President outlined in his Na- 
tional Defense Message last week, is to 
be executed by the Administration with 
friendly dollar-a-year men participating. 
Creation of a War Industries Board 
seems to be indefinitely postponed, and 
New Deal Agencies are to act under ex- 
isting or emergency powers, which the 
President will get for them. Although 
prominent business executives are indi- 
cating their eagerness to organize and 
promote the program, the feeling in New 
Deal circles toward Captains of Industry 
is such that there is at this writing slight 
chance of their employment. The T’resi- 
dent has made it clear that he does not 
propose to have any of the legislation 
he has placed on the statute books 
chiseled from without or within. He has 
said that the gains of labor must be pre- 
served, and some of his advisors are 
arguing that this would be impossible 
were hostile-minded business men given 
power to place contracts, and to super- 
vise their execution, It is to the Gredit 
of Industry that its leaders have stated 
that they will endeavor to put the pro- 
gram through as expeditiously as possi- 
ble, Chairman Sloan, of the Board of 
Directors of General Motors, expressed 
the view of these leaders, however, when 
he urged a strong defense under non- 
political direction, Attempts to arrange 
conferences with labor leaders for the 
purpose of securing united labor support 
for the program have not as yet met with 
success, although those leaders are as- 
serting that if collective bargaining and 
other reforms be not disturbed there will 
be no question of such support. Hamper- 
ing the execution of the program accord- 
ing to business, are the requirement of 
competitive bidding, shortage of skilled 
labor, and the fear that later on indus- 
trialists will be charged again with being 
“merchants of death.” Business expects 
higher taxes, but it hopes that when the 
act providing for them is passed {t will 
permit increased tax allowances for plant 
and machinery depreciation. Some Ad- 
ministration officials plan heavy excess 
profits so that, as one of them put it, 
there will be no “war millionaires,” 

The conquest of Holland and Belgium 
and the German drive into Northwestern 
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France caused a sharp reaction in all 
markets. The Board of Trade of Chicago 
complied with the request of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to peg the prices of 
all grains. The Securities and Exchange 
Commission and the Treasury Depart- 
ment watched carefully the selling that 
occurred on the bond and stock markets. 
There was denial of reports that Ger- 
many was dumping looted securities, 
which action was said to be responsible 
in part for the substantial fall of prices. 
A contributor to this fall was the fact 
that large American business establish- 
ments have $1,350,000,000 invested in fac- 
tories and distributing facilities in Eu- 
rope, a third of which are in the United 
Kingdom. Among these establishments 
are General Motors, Ford, General Elec 
tric, Goodyear Tire, Continental Can, 
Socony Vacuum Oil and International 
Business Machines. 

Business is awaiting with intense in- 
terest the President’s plans with respect 
to the expansion and creation of new 
aviation plants, and particularly the ex- 
penditure of $200,000,000 in appropria- 
tions and authorizations. Credits for ad- 
ditions to aviation plants will be granted 
by the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, and those which will be Government 
built are to be operated by private man- 
agement. Public Utility officials claim 
they can supply ample power for factory 
operation when expansions occur, but the 
President continues wedded to the idea 
of building connecting links, which, if 
carried out, would result in government 
control of this industry. 


Merchant Marine 

Four bids were received 21 May by 
the Maritime Commission for construe- 
tion of four single-screw steam turbine 
cargo ships for American Export Lines. 

Ingalls Shipbuilding Corporation, Pas- 
cagoula, Miss., asked $2,620,850 for each 
of four ships fixed price, and $2,299,000 
for each of four adjusted price, and sub- 
mitted an alternate bid somewhat lower, 
if deliveries were delayed. 

Bath Iron Works, Bath, Me., asked 
$2,510,000 for each of four fixed price, 
and $2,198,000 for each of four adjusted 
price. Bethlehem Steel Company of 
Quincy, Mass., asked $2,643,000 for each 
of four fixed price and $2,298,000 for each 





of four adjusted price. Consolidated Steel 
Corporation, Long Beach, Calif., and 
Orange, Texas, asked $2,447,500 for each 
of four fixed price, and $2,347,500 for 
each of four adjusted price. 

The vessels will be about the size of 
the C-1 ships, but arranged like the eight 
vessels already building for American 
Iexport. 

Disposal of Last of 12 

The Maritime Commission this week 
accepted two bids for old vessels of its 
laid-up fleet and rejected bids on two 
other vessels, to complete disposition of 
the 12 laid-up vessels on which bids were 
opened 17 April. 


Runciman Ltd., of London, was 
awarded the Tolosa on its bid of $267,- 
187.50, and J. H. Winchester, of New 


York, was given the West Kedron on bid 
of $221,600. Bids on the Galveston and 
Oldham were rejected. 

Previously the government had made 
award of two other vessels of the group 
of 12 and rejected bids on six others 
(announced last week). 

Substitute Vessels Offered 

The steamship New Windsor, Pough- 
keepsie and Waukau, all laid-up at Nor- 
folk, have been substituted for the Lo 
rain, Mercer and Waukegan, to be sold, 
together with the Davenport, to citizens 
of the United States who will operate 
them on essential trade routes, replacing 
with three new vessels within three years. 

The other five vessels of the group, the 
Bayou Chico, City of Weatherford, 
George Peirce, Salaam and Yapalaga will 
be sold singly or en bloc. 

Program to Continue—Land 

Construction of new ships must not 
stop when the government’s goal of 500 
ships in 10 years is reached, Rear Adm. 
Emory 8S. Land, chairman of the Mari- 
time Commission, declared in a Maritime 
Day observance at San Francisco, 22 May. 

Reviewing the Maritime Commission’s 
accomplishments, Admiral Land stated 
that the 500-ship program was a “mini- 
mum program” which must go on in- 
definitely at the approximate rate of 50 
new ships a year. “Only in this way,” he 
said, “can we develop a systematic and 
orderly replacement program, and at the 
same time iron out the peaks and gullies 
in the ship construction graph. Only in 
this way, too, can we be assured of a 
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consistently modern merchant fleet, 4; 
least the equivalent, and we hope superior 
to the merchantmen of other nations,” 

The chairman also expressed gratifieg 
tion over the fact that the 100-o0dd Ships 
withdrawn from service to combat zones 
have, temporarily at least, found berths 
elsewhere in American services. 

“Instead of the substantial losses apq 
lay-ups which we anticipated,” Admirg) 
Land observed, “we now know that singe 
the war began American overseas ship 
ping has reached its highest point in morp 
than 10 years .. . The increase is poy 
due entirely to war conditions. It is true 
that the figures record a sharp drop jy 
tonnage of British vessels clearing United 
States ports since September, but further 
analysis indicates that this decline jg 
primarily due to the withdrawal of their 
superliners ...and... the bulk of the 
world’s cargoes is not carried in super 
liners.” 

Two Terminals Leased 

Lease of the government’s Norfolk and 
Hoboken terminals was announced this 
week. The Norfolk terminal went t 
Transport Trading and Terminal Corpora 
tion, higher of two bidders, on its offer 
of 31 per cent of gross revenue, with gua 
antee of $125,000 a year. 

Pier 3 at the Hoboken terminal went 
to Moore-McCormack Lines, who offered 
$67,236 annual rental.
